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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF BROADCAST GOVERNORS 


PART I 


The Broadcasting Act, 1958 


Part I of the Broedcesting Act, 1958, which refers to the 
Board of Broadcast Governors, sets out in Section 10 the general objects 
and purposes of the Board. 


Other sections deal more specifically with the regulatory powers 
of the Board; prescribe the procedures with respect to applications for 
licences, increases in power, changes in channels, and changes in location 
of broadcasting stations; provide authority for the establishment of net- 
works; limit the participation in broadcasting stations by "non-Canadian 
interests"; set conditions governing political broadcasting; and make 
provision for prohibitions, penalties and suspension of licences. 


Part Il of the Broedeasting Act, 1958, refers to the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, The Corporation is an operating body established 
"for the purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with power, 
inter alia, to "maintain and operate broedcasting stations and networks 
of broadcasting stations; establish, subject to the approval of the 
Governor in Council, such broadcasting stations as the Corporstion con- 
siders necessary and desirable; make agreements with broadcasting stations 
for the broadcasting of network programs". . 


Discussions between the Board and the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation on a number of metters of policy were opened at a meeting of 
the Consultative Committee on. Publie Broadcasting on December 15, 1961. 
This Committee was set up late in 1959 to provide a liaison between the 
Board and the Corporation to discuss matters of mutusl interest to the 
two bodies. It is composed of a member of the Board of Directors, the 
President, and two Vice-Presidents of the Corporation and the full-time 
members and two part-time members of the Board. The matters of policy 
discussed at meetings of the Committee included the licensing of stations 
to be owned and operated by the CBC, the principles of operation of CBC 
ovmed and operated stations which compete with private stations, the 
distribution of the national service through private stations licensed 
to operate as part of a network of the Corporation, and the commercial 
policy of the CBC as it affects the position of private stations. The 
discussions continued at meetings on December 20, 1961, January 5 and 26, 
and March 15, 1962. 


The Board and the Corporation are both responsible to Parliament 
through the Minister of National Revenue. 


The Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Full-time Member, and Counsel to 
the Board appeared before the Special Committee on Broadcasting, House 
of Commons, on Februery 9, 16; and 20, March 21 and 23, and June 13, 4 
and 15, 1961. The evidence is reported in the "Minutes of Proceedings 
and Evidence", Nos. 1, 2, 3, ll, le, 29 and 30.

2. Applications for New Low Power Relay Transmitters (LPRT) 


The Board recommended the issue of licences to the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation to establish low power relay transmitters at 
the following locations: 


Cassiar, B.Ce 

Haines Junction, Y.T. 
Hearst, Onte 

Uranium, Sask. 


These LPRT's will extend the national radio service of the 
Corporation to isolated areas of the country and are unattended. 


3e Applications for New FM Broadcasting Licences 


The Board received 12 applications to establish new FM broadcasting 
stations, two of which were recommended for denial and five for approval. 
The Board reserved its decision on five of the applications. 


The Board also received three applications which are included in 
paragraph 6 below from existing stations broadcasting simultaneously in 
AM and FM for authority to broadcast separate FM programming. The Board 
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reserved decision on such an application from a station in Kingston and 
recommended for approval applications from stations in Toronto and Halifax. 


4. Applications for New TV Broadcasting Licences 


Eight applications to establish new television stations were 
referred to the Board in 1961-62. Four were recommended for approval, 
three for denial and the Board reserved decision on the remaining applic- 
ation. 


5 Applications for New TV Rebroadeasting Licences 


The Board received thirty-seven applications to establish TV 
rebroadcasting stations and recommended the following for approval:

At the time the Board recommended for approval the application 
by the licensee of station CFQC—TV for a TV rebroadcasting station at 
Stranraer, Sask., it recommended for denial an application by the licensee 
of CJFB-TV Swift Current, Sask., for a rebroadcasting station at Kindersley, 
Sask. Subsequently, the Swift Current licensee applied for and obtained 
a writ of Certiorari quashing the Board's recommendation to the Minister. 


On the instructions of the Board, the Department of Justice 
appealed the order granting Certiorari._1/ 


1/ On April 3rd, 1962, the Appellate Court of the Province of Ontario 
reversed the trial judge's decision and dismissed the application 


for Certiorari. 
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6. Applications for Changes in Power and Facilities 


Te Board forwarded to the Minister of Trans rt recommendations 
on fifty-four applications for increases in power and/or other changes in 
facilities of existing broadcasting stations. Forty-eight of these were 
recommended for approval, four for denial and in two cases the Board 
reserved decisions It later recommended for approval one of the applic=- 
ations on which decision was reserved. 


7. Applications for Changes in the Share 
Ownership of Broadcasting Companies 


The Board received 138 applications for changes in share ownership 
of broadeasting companies and made recommendations to the Minister of Trans- 
port on all of then. 


Appendices C and D lists all applications referred to the Board 
by the Minister of Transport under the provisions of Section 103(3) of the 
General Radio Regulations issued pursuant to the Radio Act and the Board's 
recommendations on them, 


Appendix C lists those applications for a change of share dis~ 
tribution in broadcasting companies in which no change of ownership or 
control was involved. Appendix D lists those applications in which a 
change of ownership or control was involved. In these latter cases, the 
Board's recommendation was made following a public hearing. 


8. Applications for Renewal of Licences 


The Board received from the Department of Transport applications 
from 12 television and 53 radio stations for authority to operate the 
stations after the expiry of their licences on March 31, 1962. 


The maximum period for which the Minister of Transport may issue 
a licence to operate a broadcasting station is five years and the Board 
recommended that the 65 station applications referred to it be approved 
for the five year period until March 31, 1967. 


The Board also directed, pursuant to Section 13(1) of the 
Broadcasting Act, that where the licence was renewed for those stations 
which were affiliated with a network of the Canadian Broadcasting Corp~ 
oration as at March 31, 1962, the said licence should contain the 
condition that the licensee shall operate the broadcasting station to 
which the licence relates as part of a network operated by the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation. 


Appendix E lists the recommendations of the Board on applications 
for renewal of broadcasting licences received by it in 1961-62. 


9- Applications to Form Networks 


The Board received nine applications to form networks under 
the provisions of Section 13(4) of the Broadcasting Act. Seven applic- 
ations were approved, one was denied and the Board reserved decision on 
one. ‘These are listed on the last page of Appendix A. 


In addition to these applications as indicated in Part Vl. (41) 
the Board approved the application by CTV Television Network Limited to 
form a permanent television network. 


PART IV 
Changes in the Re tions 


The authority for the Board to make and amend regulations is 
contained in Section 1l of the Broadcasting Act. 


As indicated in the Annual Report for 1960-61, the Board heard 
representations at its public hearing on February 22, 1961, on proposed 
amendments to both the Radio Broadcasting Stations Regulations and the 
Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations on the sections governing the advertising | 
of beer, wine and spirituous liquors. These amendments were enacted and 
published in the Canada Gazette of April 12, 1961, and became effective on 
April 1, 1961. 


At its public hearing on August 22, 1961, the Board heard repre~ 
sentations on proposed new Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations to replace 
the Radio Broadcasting Stations Regulations, These regulations were 
subsequently enacted and became effective on November 22, 1961. While 
following the old regulations in general form, they did include a new 
section on Canadian content (Section 12) and a substantial amendment to 
the section governing commercial advertising content (Section 7). It was 
stipulated that the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations apply to all FM. 
stations when programming separately. 


Both the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations and the Radio (TV) 
Broadcasting Regulations were amended following the public hearing on 
February 6, 1961, to include in each a section which would require stations 
to file with the Board certain information with respect to debenture issues 
and management agreements entered into by the station and which would enable 
the Board to obtain from stations information on loan agreements (Section 
16 — Radio, and Section 15 = TV). 


An amendment to Section 10 of the Radio (AM) Broadeasting 
Regulations enacted following the public hearing on February 6, 1962, pro- 
vided that radio stations can broadcast programmes of five minutes or more 


a10- 


which are sponsored by a brewery or winerye 


Following the public hearing on April ll, 1961, the Board 
enacted the Board of Broadeast Governors! Procedure Regulations which 
set out the procedures to be followed by the Board and applicants with 
respect to all applications forwarded to the Board by the Minister of 
Transport for consideration at a public hearing. 


Section 12(1)(b) of the Broadcasting Act provides that the 
Minister of Transport shall refer any proposed amendment to the General 
Radio Regulations under the Radio Act to the Board for a reconmendation 
' following a public hearing before it is enacted by the Minister. The 
Board received one such reference from the Minister and recommended that 
it be enacted in the same form as it was submitted to the Board. 


Appendix F lists the new regulations and amendments to the 
existing regulations which were enacted by the Board in 1961-62 and 
the date on which they became effective, Also listed in this appendix 
34s the Board's recommendation to the Minister of Transport on one amend~ 
ment to the General Radio Regulations, Part II, passed pursuant to the 
Radio Acte 


PART V 


The Broadcasting System as at March 31, 1962 


. Appendix B lists the components of the Broadcasting System at 
March 31, 1962. 


l. Extension of Service 
(i) Radio and Television 


As a result of recomendations by the Board for the establish 
ment of 16 new AM radio stations, 4 new low power relay transmitter stations, 
and a number of increases in power of existing radio stations, there has 
been a continuing extension of radio service in areas of the country not 
already served or inadequately served by stations already established. New 
AM stations were recommended in Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba, and the Northwest Territories and a new LPRT in British Columbia, 
Ontario, Saskatchewan, and the Yukon Territories. 


In January 1960, the Board announced that it would not reconmend 
for approval any new broadcasting stations in those centres where new 
"second" TV stations were to be established until the "second" TV stations 
were in operation and their effects on the appropriate markets were apparent. 
In a Public Announcement dated September 5, 1961, the Board indicated that 
this restriction on the licencing of new stations in these markets was 
lifted and that it would re~hear applications that had previously been 
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deferred under the policy as well as any new applications which had not 
yet been submitted to the Board. At its public hearing in February 1962, 
the Board had before it nine radio applications of this type and recom 
mended four for approval, two for denial and reserved decision on the 
remaining three. 


There was also a significant extension of television service 
by the licencing after recommendation by the Board of 4 new TV stations 
and 28 new TV rebroadcasting stations. In nearly every case the new TV 
rebroadcasting stations would bring television service to areas, many 
of them in remote parts of the country, where no Canadian service was 
previously available. One of the rebroadcasting stations would carry 
the programmes of a "second" TV station not affiliated with the C.B.C. 
and in the other 27 cases the stations would extend the national service 
of the Corporation. 


(ii) Networks 


At its public hearing on April 13, 1961, the Board considered 
an application by S.W. Caldwell on behalf of a company to be incorporated 
as CIV Television Network Ltd. for authority to operate a television 
network in Canada. The application provided for the affiliation of 8 
television stations to the network including the following new "second" 
TV stations:

CFCF—TV Montreal 
CJOH-TV Ottawa 
CFTO-TV Toronto 
CJAX-TV Winnipeg 
CFCN-TV Calgary 
CHAN-TV Vancouver 


Station CFRN~TV Edmonton was also to be an affiliate of the proposed network. 
In a Public Announcement dated April 21, 1961, the Board announced its 
approval of this application under the provisions of Section 13(4)(a) of 

the Broadcasting Act. 


By agreement with the Board, the CTV Television Network began 
its operetions on October 1, 1961. As a result of the establishment of 
this network, an alternative network service is provided by video tape 
and microwave to viewers in the 8 cities in which the affiliated stations 
are located and the surrounding areas representing some 60% of the population 
of the country. 
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Ze tation Revenues 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, in conjunction with the 
Department of Transport and the Board, has developed a new Broadcasting 
Stations Annual Report. This new report will provide the Board with 
more adequate information concerning financial and other aspects of the 
broadcasting industry. The information contained on this revised form, 
together with the financial reports of previous years has enabled the 
Board to ascertain the changes in revenue and expenses of the private 
sector of the broadcasting industry. The following information relates 
to stations which have become established in their market areas, i.e. 

- stations in operation prior to January 1, 1958. A year-to-year comparison 
of the same stations indicates that in 1960 established radio stations 
inereased broadcast revenue slightly but in 1961 their revenues declined, 
with the decline over the two-year period 1959 to 1961 amounting to 3 per 
cent. These estimates of change are based on 110 established radio 
stations for which we have received the completed 1961 returns. The 
decline in gross broadcast revenue, together with increased expenses, 
resulted in a reduction of 51 per cent in net profit over the 1959 to 

1961 period. Radio stations had reached peaks in revenue am in net 
profit in 1959, with increases having been obtained in the period 1957 

to 1959. The decline in net profits of established radio stations since 
1959 has been a result of the slowdown in the growth of the economy during 
1960, a reallocation of the advertising dollar due to the emergence of 
new television and radio stations, and an increase in operating expenses. 


Information for 22 television stations that started operations 
prior to 1958 indicates an increase in average gross broadcast revenue of 
7 per cent over the period 1959 to 1961. Their average net profit, however, 
declined 53 per cent. Revenues and net profits of television stations had 
been increasing at a substantial rate until 1959. New television stations, 
which commenced operation in 1960 and 1961 in the eight major market areas 
are still in the process of stabilizing their operations. The eight new 
stations received $15 million in gross broadcast revenue during their first 
full year of operation and, although much of this revenue was additional 
to that previously obtained from the market, the establishment of these 
stations has had a substantial effect on the revenues of existing broad- 
casting stations, 


PART VI 
Other Matters of Concern to the Board 
1. Educational Television 


’ The Board received a nunber of enquiries about Educational Tele~ 
vision and the reservation of channels for educational purposes; and a 
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"Statement of the Policies of the Board of Broadcast Governors with Respect 
to Educational Television" was prepared for release in March, 1962, 


With respect to the use of channels for educational television 
the Statement said: 


"The Board is prepared to consider requests from 
authorized educational bodies that television channels 
be reserved for educational television, and, if the necessary 
conditions surrounding the requests are met, to recommend 
to the Minister of Transport that a channel be reserved.s 
The Board has had one such request, and Channel 19 (UHF) 
has been reserved for educational television in Toronto. 


To ensure a recommendation from the Board for reserv— 
ation of a channel for educational purposes the request 
must be made by an organization in which the local edu- 
cational authorities (school boards, universities) are 
participants, or must be endorsed by the local educational 
authorities. The Board is not prepared to recommend the 
reservation of more than one channel in any locality, and 
therefore the request should be supported by substantially 
all the educational authorities in the area. There should 
be no prospect of later conflicting applications. 


The reservation of a channel for educational purposes 
does not ensure that the organization requesting the 
reservation will later be successful in an application 
for a licence to use the reserved channel. However, the 
existence of an organization representing the educational 
authorities, actively engaged in promoting educational 
television, and indicating evidence of serious intention 
in due course to apply for a licence, is a factor in 
securing the Board's recommendation that a channel be 
reservede 


There is no shortage of UHF channels at this time; 
and, subject to the necessary conditions, the Board has 
indicated it will recommend the reservation of UHF channels. 
VHF channels as allocated are now either assigned, i.e. no 
VHF channel is now available, or are severely limited in 
numbere In dealing with a request for the reservation of 
a VHF channel the Board would have to take into account the 
availability of VHF channels and competing demands, as well 
as the evidence that reservation of a channel for educational 
television would quickly be followed by an application for 
a licence. The Board does not intend that scarce channels 
should be held in reservation indefinitely." 


The statement also refers to possible arrangements between 
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educational authorities and private broadeasting stations under Section 
6(6) of the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, as follows: 


"Private television stations, in addition to offer=- 
ing programs of a broadly educational character, may enter 
into arrangements with local school boards or universities 
to broadcast programs related to courses of studies in the 
University or the schools. The Board would expect that 
prograns related to courses of studies offered by educational 
institutions in the area would have the approval of the 
educational authorities. Unless the special arrangements 
referred to below are made, educational programs as deseribed 
in this paragraph remain the responsibility of the licensee. 


The Board has made provision so that educational auth 
ecrities can, if they wish to do 80, assume the responsibility 
for educational programs broadcast over private stations. 


Section 6(6) of the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations 
reads: 


twhere, in the opinion of the Board the 
objects and purposes of the Act would be more 
fully realized by requiring a licensee to make 
his facilities available at certain hours for 
programming by other parties, the Board, after 
hearing representations from the licensee ata 
public hearing, may require the licensee to 
enter into program contracts with other parties 
subject to such fair and equitable conditions as 
may be prescribed by the Board.! 


Under this regulation arrangements between a television 
station and a responsible educational authority may be auth=- 
orized by the Board, and the educational authority, as the 
program contractor, becomes responsible under the Act for 
the programs broadcast. Educational authorities wishing 
to proceed under the provisions of Section 6(6) should 
approach the local television station with the object of 
completing satisfactory arrangements. The two parties 
should then submit their proposal to the Board through 
the Secretary, 48 Rideau Street, Ottawa. If the proposal 
is in order it will be announced for a public hearing at 
which representations will be received. The Board will 
make its decision on the proposal following the public 
hearinga 


Given approval as a program contractor, it is the 
view of the Board that the educational authority should 
be allowed the widest possible latitude in obtaining 
material and in devising programs appropriate to its 
purposes. Although the Board expects the educational 
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authorities will be active in building up production 
capabilities in Canada, the educational authority as 
program contractor will not be held subject to the 

Canadian Content regulations for the time the facilities 

of the station are made available to it. On the other 

hand the station, in computing the Canadian Content for 

the total time the station is "on-air" will be permitted 

to assume that the programs provided by the educational 
program contractor are 100% Canadian under the regulations." 


The Board has received one application for authority to proceed 
under Section 6(6) of the Regulations. 1/ 


2e Canadian Content 


The Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, as amended November 12, 
1959, provide that "During any period of four weeks not less than 55% of 
the broadcast time of any station or network shall be devoted to programs 
that are basically Canadian in content and character" except that "from 
April lst, 1961, to March 31st, 1962, inclusive, the minimum percentage 
of broadcast time so devoted shall be 45%", Although from time to time 
temporary difficulties were encountered by particular stations, all 
stations have been able to maintain or exceed the minimum of 45% Canadian 
content during the year. 


The Radic (AM) Broadcasting Regulations as amended November 22, 
1961, include the requirement that "Every station shall file with the Board 
annually within 60 days from the end of such stationts fiscal year, a 
statement covering the preceding fiscal year and showing how such station 
has provided and ensured the greater use of Canadian talent". This new 
regulation came into effect on January 1, 1962, and returns are being 
received by the Board. 


3- Foreign—Language Broadcasting 


After long consideration of a set of principles to govern foreign=- 
language broadcasting in Canada, the Board on January 22, 1962, issued a 
public announcement laying down ground rules for radio broadcasters of which 
the following are the provisions: 


"Recommendation for radio~broadcasting licences intended 
to cover foreign-language broadcasting must fall into one of 
the three categories: English, French or bilingual, with an 
extra notation on the licence that the broadcaster is per= 
mitted to devote from 25 to 40 per cent of his time on the 
air between 6 a.m. and 12 midnight to special programming 


V/ The application presented jointly by the Metropolitan Educational 
Television Association of Toronto (META) and Station CFTO-TV, Toronto, 


was approved by the Board following the public hearing which opened 
in Winnipeg on April 3, 1962. 
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aimed at foreign-language listeners. 


The Board will not consider recommending a licence 
with such a notation unless it can be demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of the Board that between 150,000 and 
200,000 potential listeners with mother tongues other 
than English or French live within the confines of the 
area that the proposed station would serve, and no such 
foreign-language service will be authorized except in 
multi-station marketse 


It is presumed that both Montreal and Toronto metro= 
politan areas wovld meet this 150 ,000~200 , 000 requirement. 
Other centres in Canada will not be dealt with until 
results of the 1961 census with a breakdown of mother 
tongues are issued. 


The radio station applying for a special notation 
on foreign-language broadcasting will not be permitted 
to exercise this service unless it makes provision to 
serve a majority of the principal ethnic groups in its 
proposed listening area. . 


The programming of such stations should be arranged - 
to satisfy language needs roughly in relation to the 
percentages of each language group within the area. 


Radio stations that are now doing some foreign- 
language broadcasting may continue to do so but if at 
anytime they desire to devote 15 per cent or more of 
their programming time between 6 aem. and 12 midnight 
to languages other than English or French, they must 
apply to the Board for permission. 


No departure from the special foreign—language cat- 
egory of between 25 and 40 per cent will be permitted 
without application to and permission from the Board. In 
other words, this is not an in-and-out service but a 
constant programming policy. It is recognized, of course, 
that as ethnic groups become better assimilated this need 
will gradually disappear unless there is a continuing heavy 
influx of immigrants. If and when the need does disappear 
a station may apply to have the foreign-language notation 
removed from a licence, provided the case for it is proved 
to the satisfaction of the Board. Continuation of the 
foreign-language provision for any station will be reconsid= 
ered by the Board each time that such a station licence comes 
up for renewal. If, in the opinion of the Board, the need 
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has disappeared the notation will be deleted and the 
station must revert to a simple English, French or 
bilingual category." 


So far the Board has recommended only one licence to carry the 
notation calling for 25 to 40 per cent of foreign-language broadcasting. 
In its announcement of March 21, 1962, the Board made a favourable 
recommendation for Chateau Broadcasting Company Limited, headed by Casimir 
Stanczykowski, of Montreal. 


4e Color Television 


The Board has kept in touch during the past year with developments 
in color television in the United States and other countries. It has 
received representations from Electronic Industries Association of Canada 
that "plans should be made now to establish both a broadcast service and 
a receiver manufacturing industry in Canada" in the color television field, 
The sale of color TV sets in the United States has increased during the 
year under review because most of the manufacturers of electronics equip- 
ment in that country have now begun to manufacture color TV sets. 


The Board feels, however, that the time has not yet come for 
giving approval to color TV in Canada. This opinion is based largely on 
two considerations: the need for further expenditure of public and private 
money in spreading black and white television service to most Canadians, 
and the unwillingness to saddle public and private television operators 
in Canada with the extra capital and operational expense of providing a 
color service until the net revenue of TV stations increases and until 
there is better evidence of public desire in the United States and in 
Canada for color TV receivers. 


The Board will continue to watch the situation carefully and it 
understands that Canadian manufacturers can get into production in about 
six months after color standards are set for this country.e 


5. Satellite Television 


One of the future developments in the television field that will 
have great importance in world-wide communication will be the relaying of 
TV signals from satellites in outer space to make possible the spanning of 
huge distances. In both the United States and the United Kingdom develop- 
mental work is going ahead to span the Atlantic in the first instance 
and later to spread such coverage all around the globe. The next few 
years will see further experiments in this field and electronic engineers 
expect that a satisfactory system of world-wide communication using 
outer space satellites will be effective within 5 to 10 years. 


6. Cable Systems 


Community antenna television stations and all forms of closed 
circuit television do not come under the definition of broadcasting in the 
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Broadcasting Act and, therefore, are outside the purview of the Board. 
The Board, however, is keeping in close touch with CATV and all forms 

of closed circuit television because of the effect these systems could 
have on the revenue potential of free television stations. Of particular 
concern to the Board are plans now envisaged by western Canadian promoters 
to establish cable connections across the international boundary with 
United States network stations in the United States and in other ways 

to extend further the signals of U.S. stations into Canada. If such 
boundary crossing cables are laid and the American programs are piped 
into Canadian homes, for a fee, without some measure of control, this 
could help to defeat the Canadian content provisions of the Broadcasting 
Act. The Board feels that Parliament might re-examine the legislation 
to ensure that extension of service from U.S. stations will not defeat 
the domestic broadcasting objectives. 


7. Rebroadcasting Stations 


In December, 1961, the Board issued a "Statement of General 
Policy with Respect to Rebroadcasting Stations". 


The Statement outlined the general position of the Board as 
follows: 


"Under the tone station! policy, television service 
expanded to cover a considerable proportion of the popu- 
lation. The 'one station! policy was lifted in 1959. 

Since 1959, the development of service has proceeded on 

two fronts. First, there has been further extension of 
service, largely by rebroadcasting stations, into previously 
unserved areas. Where a broadcasting station is not in 
prospect, and the licensing of a rebroadcasting or network 
repeater station will not impede further expansion of 
service, this is a valuable contribution to the development 
of broadcasting service. The important, and increasingly 
difficult task of extending service into fringe areas is 
not yet completed. Second, *seccnd stations! have been 
approved in the major centres and alternative Canadian 
viewing is now available to a substantial portion of the 
population, The further extension of alternative service 
by brceadcasting stations should proceed as circumstances 
permit. Although the Board is prepared to hear applications 
for further 'second! broadcasting stations as they come 
forward, it is the view of the Board that alternative 
service beyond the major centres will proceed slowly. In 
the meantime, the long-run orderly development of ‘second! 
broadcasting stations should not be impeded or disrupted 

by diversion of pockets of population through the licensing 
of rebroadcasting or network repeater stations. The Board 
must also consider the effect on the position of the exist— 
ing stations. Even in the most favourable situations, the 
Board does not believe that the conditions justify the 
provision of 'third' service, by rebroadcasting stations 
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or otherwise, at the present time." 


The position of the Board was further indicated in the following 
paragraph in the Statement: 


"The Board considers the proper functions of a VHF 
rebroadcasting or a network repeater station to be those 
of filling in gaps within the A and B contours of the 
primary broadcasting station, and of extending coverage into 
areas which neither receive adequate Canadian television 
service nor, in the foreseeable future, will be able to 
support a television station. The Board does not consider 
that it is a function of a VHF rebroadcasting or a network 
repeater station to extend its A or B contour area into the 
A or B contour area of another existing television station 
or a station which has been recommended for licensing by 
the Board except under special circumstances. Exceptions 
to this principle will be: 


(a) when the language of the programmes to be 
rebroadcast is different from the language 
of the existing or projected station; 


(b) where the service being supplied by the 
existing station is located in a different 
province from the station which feeds the 
rebroadcasting or network repeater station; 


(c) where the standard of service being provided 
within the A or B contour area of the existing 
station is clearly inadequate, and the existing 
station is unwilling or unable to correct the 
deficiencies." 


8. FM Broadcasting 


Techniques of amplitude modulation (AM) broadcasting were developed 
earlier than techniques of frequency modulation (FM) broadeasting; and the 
radio broadcasting industry thus became established in the medium frequency 
band on the basis of facilities for transmitting and receiving AM signals. 


In the meantime, methods of FM broadcasting in the high frequency 
band have been developed and, with the growth of the broadcasting industry, 
problems resulting from reliance on the AM bands have emerged and have 
become progressively more acute. FM broadcasting excels in terms of 
uniformity of coverage during both day and night as a result of absence 
of long-range skywave interference; and in many cases the reliable night 
time coverage of AM stations is only a few miles. 


The problems of AM broadeasting in Canada are not yet as acute 
as they are in the U.S., and the number of homes with FM receiving sets is 
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known to be relatively small. As the assignment of channels in both 
countries must be co-ordinated within 250 miles of the International 
Boundary, pressure on the use of FM frequencies in the U.S. will make 
it difficult for Canada to preserve FM frequencies for use in this 
country. The Department of Transport is receiving, and passing to the 
Board, an increasing number of applications for FM licences. 


The Board will seek from applicants for FM licences commitments 
on programming and on limitation of conmercial time; and will, if necessary, 
introduce regulations to make the limits effective. The Board will not 
recommend favourably on any separate FM application to provide a "juke 
box" operation, regardless of the type of music to be offered. The varied 
service will be expected to include programs other than recorded music, 

CeZe news, comnentaries, public affairs, and other "live" programs. 


With the support of the Board, the Department of Transport has 
recently approved specificetions for stereophonic broadcasting on the FM 
band, and some stations have already introduced this technique. 


Complete information on FM broadcasting is in B.B.G. Circular No. 
146 dated November 10, 1961. 


9. Participation of American Networks 
in Canadian Television Stations 


At its meeting on September 26, 1961, the Board considered 
an application to transfer shares of a Canadian broadcasting station 
to an American network and passed the following resolution: 


"The Board recommends denial of the 
application because on further consid- 
eration the Eoard is not prepared to 
recommend any transaction involving 
financial participation of American 
networks in Canadian television 
stations." 


10. Training Seminars for Broadcasting Stations 


In the summer of 1961, the Board, with representatives from the 
CeAeBe and the C.B.C., drafted standard log forms for the use of radio and 
television stations. This form was completed and introduced into the 
industry on January 1, 1962, with a direction that all stations must 
commence using it not later than July lst, 1962. As of March 31, 1962, 
most stations had started the changeover to the new forn. 


November of 1961, the Board, in amending the Radio (AM) 
Broadcasting Regulations, adopted a new program coding schedule which 
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coded programs by their content rather than by audience targets. It is 
felt that the new code will give the Board a greater opportunity to 
observe that a "varied and comprehensive broadcasting service" is being 
provided by each station. 


In January, 1962, the Board, in order to assist stations in 
understanding the use of the new standard log form and the new program 
coding system, initiated a series of training seminars across Canada for 
station personnel responsible for this work in the stations. Two seminars 
have been held to date, one in Ottawa on February 15th, 1962, for the 
English-language stations of Quebec and Eastern Ontario, and one in Moncton, 
N.Be, On March 14th, 1962, for all stations in the four Atlantic provinces. 
Others are planned for Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton, Vancouver, and Toronto 
in April, 1962, and one in early May in Montreal for French-language 
stations in Quebec. The two seminars held to date were well attended, 
and advice received from the stations indicate many problems concerning 
traffic and continuity which had been bothering stations were answered.

RADIO (AM) BROADCASTING REGULATIONS 


Ie "The Board of Broadcast Governors, pursuant to section 11 of the 
aah Act, is pleased hereby to amend the Radio Broadcasting Stations 
Regulations(1), as amended(2) in accordance with the Schedule hereto, effective 
the lst day of April, 1961. 


Dated at Ottawa this 13th day of March, 1961. 


SCHEDULE 


1. Paragraph (iii) of subsection (2) of section 9 of the Radio Broad- 
casting Stations Regulations is revoked and the following substituted therefor: 


'(41i) the form of the sponsorship announcements shall be as follows: 


(A) they shall consist of the fill which may be of any length 
up to the limits determined by subsection (1) of section 7, 
and the announcement which shall not exceed twelve seconds 
in length; 


(B) the announcements shall be in accordance with the fol- 
lowing examples: 


"This program is presented with the compliments of the 
ABC Brewery", or 


"This program is presented with the compliments of the 
ABC Brewery, brewers of XYZ Ale", or 


"This program is presented with the compliments of XYZ 
Ale"; 


(C) there may be a three-second bridge between the fill and 
the announcement. '! 


II. 'l. The Board of Broadcast Governors, pursuant to Section 11 of the 
Broadcasting Act, and subject as hereinafter mache revokes the Reg- 
ulations respecting Radio Broadcasting Stations 1) as amended2) except 
for Section 13 thereof, and makes the annexed Regulations respecting 
Radio (AM) Broadcasting Stations. 


2- The revocation above mentioned and these Regulations shall come 
into effect on the lst day of Jamary, 1962, with the exception of 
Section 15 of these Regulations, which shall come into force on the 
ist day of October, 1962, at which time Section 13 of the Radio Broad- 
casting Stations Regulations shall be revoked. ;

(a) publish in the Caneda Gazette a list of the applications that 
have been referred to the Board by the Minister of Transport 
and that will be heard by the Board at its next sitting, and 

(b) give notice of the applications referred to in paragraph (a) 
in such other manner as the Board deems advisable. 


5. At any time after publication of the notice referred to in 
paragraph (a) of section h any person, upon application to the Secretary of 
the Board, may examine any of the applications listed in the notice at the 
offices of the Board at Ottawa. 


6. (1) Any person who wishes to oppose an application may file a 
brief in opposition to the application or a notice of his intention to oppose 
the application, setting out the grounds of his opposition in such brief or 
notice. 


(2) Ten copies of the brief or notice referred to in subsection 
(1) shall be filed with the Secretary of the Board at least ten days before. 
the hearing to which the brief or notice relates. 


(3) The Secretary shall, upon receipt of a brief in opposition, 
or a notice of intention to oppose, advise the applicant of the filing of such 
documents, and the applicant or any person may at any time inspect the brief 
or the notice of opposition at the offices of the Board at Ottawa. 


7- At the hearing, the order of appearance concerning any applic- 
ations shall be as follows: 


(a) the applicant; 

(b) any person supporting the application; 
(c) any persons opposing the application; and 
(d) the applicant in reply. 
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8. (1) Where two or more mutually exclusive applications are to 
be heard by the Board, the order of appearance of the applicants will be 
determined by the Board. 


(2) The applicants, where mutually exclusive applications are 
to be heard, shall reply in the reverse order to that in which they made their 
applications. 


9. Where in any case an application is referred to the Board by the 
Minister of Transport after the notice referred to in paragraph (a) of section 
has been published, upon the request of the applicant the Chairman of the 
Board may direct that the application be heard at the next sitting of the 
Board on such terms and conditions as the Chairman of the Board deems meet, 
having regard to all the circumstances. 


10. Subject to sections 9, 1] and 12, no person shall, unless he has 
complied with these Regulations, appear before the Board at a hearing 


(a) on behalf of any application, or 
(b) to oppose any application. 


ll. Where any licensee desires to oppose an application and has not 
complied with the procedures set forth in these Regulations, a representative 
of the Board may, upon the application of such licensee, and provided it has 
filed with the applicant its brief in opposition or its notice of grounds of 
opposition, grant the licensee permission to appear at the hearing of the Board. 


12. At a hearing, any person not being a licensee or the represent- 
ative of a licensee, or having filed opposition to any application, but desiring 
to speak to an application, shall request permission to appear before the calling 
of the application, and the Board may grant such permission on such terms as it 
deems advisable having regard to all the circumstances.

Any person desiring to make representations to the Board concern- 
ing the proposed regulations or amendements to the regulations under this Part, 
shall, at least ten days prior to the day on which the hearing opens, file with 
the Secretary a written brief in ten copies setting out his representation 
concerning the said regulations. 


16. All briefs filed pursuant to section 15 of these Regulations shall 
be available for inspection by any person at the offices of the Board. 


17. (1) Subject to subsection (2), no person shall appear before 
the Board on matters coming within this Part unless he has complied with these 
Regulations. 


(2) A representative of the Board may, upon application of any 
person prior to the opening of the hearing on the regulations, grant permis- 
sion to such person to appear at the hearing on such terms and conditions as 
the Board deems just and reasonable.

Change of Ownership or Control 


18. This Part applies to matters referred to the Board pursuant to 
subsection (3) of section 103 of the General Radio Regulations, Part II. 


19. Where, in the opinion of the Board, an application referred to 
it by the Minister of Transport concerns a change of ownership of a station 
or a change of ownership of the shares of a licensee involving a change of 
control, directly or indirectly, the Board may require either the transferor 
or the transferee or both to appear before it at a hearing to be examined by 
the Board on such matters as the Board may deem pertinent in making its rec- 
ommendation to the Minister. 


20. The Secretary shall, not less than twenty days prior to the 
opening date of the hearing of the Board at which the application will be 
considered, cause to be published in the Canada Gazette a notice listing 
those applications within the ambit of section 18. 


21. (1) The Secretary shall forward to the transferee, at least 
twenty days prior to the date of the hearing, a Promise of Performance Return. 


(2) The return referred to in subsection (1) shall be completed 
by the transferee and returned to the Secretary not less than fifteen days 
prior to the opening date of the hearing. 


22. The Secretary shall, not less than ten days prior to the opening 
day of the hearing, advise the transferor and the transferee as to whether or 
not the attendance of either will be required at the hearing.

Part I of the Broadcasting Act, 1958, refers to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors and sets out in Section 10 the general objects and 
purposes of the Board, 


Other sections, dealing with the organization of the Board, 
specify its regulatory powers; prescribe the procedures with respect to 
applications for licences, increases in power, changes of facilities, and 
changes of location of broadcasting stations; provide authority for the 
establishment of networks; limit the participation in broadcasting stations 
by "non-Canadian interests"; set conditions governing political broadcasting; 
and make provision for prohibitions, penalties and suspension of station 
licences. Under the authority vested by the Act, the Board has enacted the 
Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations, 
and the Board of Broadcast Governors’ Procedure Regulations, 


Part II of the Broadcasting Act refers to the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation. The Corporation is an operating body established "for the 
purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with power, inter alia, 
to "maintain and operate broadcasting stations and networks of broadcasting 
stations; establish, subject to the approval of the Governor in Council, 
such broadcasting stations as the Corporation considers necessary and

Three of the applications for approval 
were heard earlier at which time the Board reserved decision. 


6. Applications for Changes in Power_and Facilities 


Kighty~sight applications were referred to the Board for increases 
in power or for other changes in facilities of radio and television stations. 
Seventy-nine were recommended for approval, eight for denial and the Board 
reserved decision on its recomnendation on one. Four of the applications 
for approval and one for denial were heard earlier at which time the Board 
reserved decision. 


7. Applications for Changes in the Share 
Ownership of Broadcasting Companies 


The Board received 136 applications for changes in share ownership 
of broadcasting companies and made recommendations to the Minister of Trans- 
port on all of them, 


Appendices C and D lists all applications referred to the Board 
by the Minister of Transport under the provisions of Section 103(3) of the 
General Radio Regulations issued pursuant to the Radio Act and the Board's 
recommendations on them, 


Appendix C lists those applications for a change of share dis- 
tribution in broadcasting companies in which no change of ownership or 
control was involved. Appendix D lists those applications in which a change 
of ownership or control was involved, In these latter cases, the Board's 
recommendation was made following a public hearing. 


The Board also approved three applications for changes in owner- 
ship of shares in CTV Television Network Limited, 


8. Applications for Renewal of Licences 


The Board received from the Department of Transport applications 
from 22 television and 87 radio stations for authority to operate the stations 
after the expiry of their licences on March 31, 1963. 


The maximum period for which the Minister of Transport may issue 
a licence to operate a broadcasting station is five years and the Board 
recommended that 91 of the station applications referred to it be approved 
for the five year period until March 31, 1963. 


The Board also directed, pursuant to Section 13(1) of the Broad- 
casting Act, that where the licence was renewed for those stations which 
were affiliated with a network of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation as 
at March 31, 1963, the licence issued should contain the condition that the 
licensee shall operate the broadcasting station to which the licence relates 
as part of a network operated by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 


Applications to operate stations after March 31, 1963, were 
received from 9 FM radio stations. Of these, 6 stations were not carrying 
programming separate from the corresponding AM stations and the Board 
recoumended that authority be granted to operate these stations to March 
31, 1964. It was recommended that authority be granted to the remaining 
3 FM stations to operate to March 31, 1968. 


Appendix E lists the recommendations of the Board on applications 
for renewal of broadcasting licences received by it in 1962-63. This appendix 
also lists four stations the licences of which expired on March 31, 1962, and 
for which the Board recommended renewal following the public hearing on 
April 6, 1962, 
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9. Applications to Form or to Operate Networks 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation applied and received approval 
from the Board to discontinue the operation of the Trans-Canada and Dominion 
Radio Networks and to operate a new CBC Radio Network in the English language. 
This involved the revocation of the condition of licence that the stations 
then affiliated with the two networks operate as part of the respective 
networks and the attachment of a condition to the licence of 55 private 
. stations and 102 CBC owned stations (including low power relay transmitters) 

that they operate as part of the new CBC Radio Network. This network 
commenced operation on October 1, 1962, 


The Corporation also received approval following the public hear=- 
ing in October 1962 to operate the CBO French Radio Network. The Board at 
that time ordered that a condition be placed on the licences of 25 private 
and 17 CBC owned stations (including low power relay transmitters) that they 
operate as part of this network. A similar condition was ordered placed on 
the licence of CHRL Roberval following the public hearing in January 1963. 
This network commenced operation immediately on the granting of approval. 


Appendix G lists the stations operating as part of the CBC Radio 
Network and of the CEC French Radio Network on March 31, 1953. 


The Board received 7 applications to operate radio networks under 
the provisions of Section 13(4) of the Broadcasting Act and all were 
recommended for approval. 


Turee applications to form networks under the provisions of 
Section 13(5) of the Act were received. The Board reserved decision on 
an application by CHFI-FM Limited to form an FM radio network in southern 
Ontario, The application by Mr. Holand Giguere to form a television 
network in the Province of Quebec was approved. The Board also 
approved the application by the CK to operate, as an FM radio network, 
stations CBM-FM Montreal, CBO-FM Ottawa, and CBC-FM Toronto, to be pro- 
grammed separately from the corresponding AM radio station. The Corporation 
subsequently applied for authority not to proceed with this proposed network. 
In approving this latter application, the Board indicated that it felt 
obliged to do so in view of the fact that the Corporation had stated its 
decision not to proceed resulted from the necessity to reduce its operating 
expenditures in 1962-63. 


The Board's recommendations on the applications referred to in 
paragraphs 3 and 4 above are listed at the end of Appendix A. 
10, Other Applications 

The Board heard and recommended for approval 4 applications from 


television stations at Toronto, Edmonton, Calgary and Montreal under the 
provision of Section 6(6) of the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations to

enter into contracts with programme suppliers for the broadcasting of edu- 
cational television programming. These are listed in Appendix A. 


Applications that the Board revoke the licence condition requiring 
the station to operate as part of a CBO network were received from the 
following four broadcasting stations: 


CHAB-TV - Moose Jaw, Sask. 
CKBI - Prince Albert, Sask. 
CKAR - Huntsville, Ont. 
CHSJ ~ Saint John, N.B. 


The Board approved the applications by Moose Jaw and Prince Albert 
and denied those by Huntsville and Saint John. These are listed in Appendix 
Ae 


FART IV 


Changes in the Regulations 


Under the authority of Section 11 of the Broadeasting Act, the 
Board enacted a number of amendments to the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations 
and the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations. 


The Radio (AM) Broadeasting Regulations were amended to change the 
broadcast week to one that runs Monday through Sunday to match the normal 
business week for the submission of station programme logs. (Sections 2 and 
7 - Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations. ) 


At its meeting on March 27th, 1963, the Board enacted an amendment 
to the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations providing that except by the 
authorization of the Board no radic station may broadcast more than 15% of 
its time in languages other than English or French. The amendment. provides 
for the Board to grant approval following a public hearing to a station to 
broadcast up to 40% of its time in foreign languages in areas where the 
number of non-French or non-English speaking people justify the increase 
and where the station indicates to the Board's satisfaction that such broad- 
casting will help to integrate those people into the community. The 
amendment puts into the form of a regulation the policy set out in the 
Board's Public Announcement on Foreign Lenuege Broadcasting issued on 
January 22, 1962. (Section 17 - Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations. ) 


In May 1962 fairly extensive amendments to the Radio (TV) Broad- 
casting Regulations were announced. The principal amendments made at that 
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time were: 


(1) Canadian Content for Commonwealth 
and French Language Productions 


Under the original regulations progrenmes produced in Commonwealth 
countries were allowed a Canadian content of 50% up to a total of 1/3 of the 
total broadcast time and those produced in French-language countries outside 
Canada were allowed 50% up to a total of 1/h of the total broadcast time, 


The effect of the amendment was to increase the allowable Canadian 
content in these types of programmes in the case of Conmonwealth programmes 
to 100% for the first 28 hours of broadcast time devoted to them and 50% for 
the remainder. French-language programmes were still permitted to be cal- 
culated at 50% Canadian content and programmes produced outside Canada in 
countries other than French-language or Commonwealth countries in which the 
audio portion was converted to English or French by a lip synchronization 
process done in Canada were permitted to be calculated at 25% Canadian 
content for such progremnes. It was further prescribed that the total 
broadcast time of the types of programmes described above for which a 
Canadian content classification could be claimed could not exceed 1/3 of 
the total broadcast time of the station. (Section 6 — Radio (TV) Broadcasting 
Regulations. ) 


(2) Canadian Content in the Evening Hours 


Under the original Canadian content regulation networks and stations 
were required to programme so thet not less than 55% of the total broadcast 
time, calculated on a period of four weeks, consists of programmes classified 
as Canadian content. 


The amendment that was enacted provided that the minimum Canadian 
content required during the period 6:00 p.m, to midnight calculated on a 
period of four weeks would be 40%, 


The purpose of the amendment is to maintain an acceptable Canadian 
content during the evening hours when the potential audience is at its great- 
est, to give a wider exposure to Canadian productions, to increase the revenue 
from Canadian productions, and consequently to enable producers, by greater 
expenditures on Canadian productions, to improve their quality. (Section 
6 — Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations.) 


(3) Increase in Commercial Time 
in Sponsored Canadian Productions 


The original regulation on conmercial content distinguished between 
sponsored programmes and programmes which were not sponsored and in which spot 
advertisements are inserted. The commercial time permitted on sponsored pro- 
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grammes was substantially less than for unsponsored programmes. 


The amended regulation provides for an increase in commercial time 
of 60 seconds (from 4:15 minutes to 5:15 minutes) in a half hour Canadian 
production with proportionate changes in programmes of longer or shorter 
duration. 


The object of the amended regulation is to provide the sponsors 
of Canadian productions with more favourable terms, to induce an increased 
demand for Canadian productions, to increase the revenue accruing to Canadian 
productions, to increase the expenditure on Canadian productions, and thus 
to improve the quality of Canadian productions. (Section 8 — Radio (TV) 
Broedcasting Regulations. 


In June 1962 the Eoard further amended the Radio (TV) Broadcasting 
Regulations to provide that during the summer period from May 27, 1962, to 
October 13, 1962, the required Canadian content percentage would be reduced 
from 55% to 45%. 


In enacting this amendment for the summer of 1962 the Board consid- 
ered that in view of the fact that during the sumaer months the television 
audience tends to fall off, advertising revenues decline and stetions must 
provide for staff holidays, stations would experience particular difficulty 
in maintaining their Canadian content in this period. The Board considered 
that the sunmer of 1962 would be particularly difficult in this respect and 
that some temporary relief should be provided to stations. (Section 6 — Radio 
(TV) Broadcasting Regulations, ) 


In November 1962 the Board enacted an amendment to the Radio (TV) 
Broadcasting Regulations requiring the CBC to carry the CTV Television Network 
Ltd. programme of the 1962 Grey Cup foctball game. The networks subsequently 
agreed to a satisfactory arrangement to provide the widest possible coverage 
of the game played on December 1 and 2, 1962. As the amendment enacted by 
the Board applied only to the day on which the Grey Cup game was to be played, 
it was subsequently revoked early in January 1963. (Section 16 — Radio (TV) 
Broadcasting Regulations. ) 


Section 12(1)(b) of the Broadeasting Act provides that the Minister 
of Transport shall refer any proposed amendment to the General Radio Regu- 
lations under the Radio Act to the Board for a recommendation following a 
public hearing before it is enacted by the Minister. The Poerd received one 
such reference from the Minister and recommended that it be enacted in the 
same form as it was submitted to the Board. 


Appendix F lists the new regulations and amendments to the exist~ 
ing regulations which were enacted by the Board in 1962-63 and the date on 
which they became effective. Also listed in this appendix is the Board's 
recommendation to the Minister of Transport on one amendment to the General 
Radio Regulations, Part II, passed pursuant to the Radio Act. 


PART V 


The Broadcasting System as at March 31, 1963 


Appendix B lists the components of the Broadcasting System at 
March 31, 1963. 


1. Extension of Service 
(i) Radio and Television 


There has been a continuing extension of both the English and 
French language radio service into areas not already receiving some service. 
While in many cases this redio service would be provided by low power relay 
transmitters relaying the CBC national sorvice,in some instances the service 
both radio and television would be extended by stations originating programmes 
in the area. Some applications were approved which would bring alternative 
television service to areas which were already receiving a service. The 
Board considers, however, that the priority with respect to the extension 
of television service is to have the CLO national service provided to areas 
not presently receiving it and applications were approved during the year 
mainly for TV rebroadcasting stations,both CBC and private affiliates, to 
contribute to this objective. It is the Board's opinion that the extension 
of an alternative "second" television service will progress rather gradually 
and depends mainly on the economic ability of the markets not now 60 served 
to support such a service. 


(ii) Networks 


Reference has been made in Part III, section 9, to the applications 
by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation to operate a consolidated English 
language network to replace the Trans-Canada and Dominion networks and a4 
French language network, While the approval of these two applications did 
not greatly increase the geographical coverage of the CBO service, some 
inerease did result and as technically good a radio service as possible 
will be provided to more than 95% of the Canadian population. 


The Board also approved an application to form a private television 
network in the Province of Quebec and the basis exists to provide an exten- 
sion of alternative television network viewing if authority to operate this 
network is requested and approved by the Board. 
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2e Revenue and Expenditures of Broadcasting Stations 


The new Broadcasting Station Annual Report, developed by a joint 
industry and government committee, has now been in use for two revnorting 
years and has greatly facilitated the Board in assessing the financial 
position of the industry. As time goes on and greater uniformity is achieved, 
the Board may through the use of tables, graphs, and other means, publish in 
the Annual Report certain peneral information as contained in these Broadcasting 
Station Annual Reports. 


The following information relates to the private sector and to 
established broadcasting stations only, (i.e.) stations in operation prior to 
January 1, 1959. 


Radio:= 


A year-to~year comparison of the same stations indicates that in 
1961 the broadcast reveme of established radio stations decreased 3% but in 
1962 their revenues increased by 8% with the increase over a two-year period 
1960 to 1962 amounting to 5%. These estimates are based on the 125 established 
radio stations for which the Board has receivad the completed 1962 returns. 
The operating profit position for 1962 improved considerably over 1961, up 13%. 
However, with the sharp drop that had occurred in 1961, there was a decline 
over a two-year period 1960 to 1962 of 19%. The crowth of radio revenue and 
the improvement in operating profit reflects the industry's abilitv to adjust 
to the new maturing "second" television stations. 


Television: 


Information for 33 television stations that started onveration 
prior to 1959 indicates an increase in broadcast revemie of 10% over the twoe 
year period 1960 to 1962. The opsrating profit, for these established 
Stations increased 1h” for 1962 over 1961; however, over the two-year period 
1960 to 1962 it was off by 28%. The position for these stations is similar 
to that of radio stations. The period of adjustment was most severe during 
1961; 1962 shows an upward trend taking place for the industry as a whole. 


The financial inform tion renorted by the new television stations 
in the major markets which are still in an adjustment stage, does not cover 
a sufficiently ‘ong enough period for a factual analysis. However, the 
Board has received financial reports from the nine television stations in 
this category for the years 1961 (some reporting for a partial year) and 1°62 
showing broadcast revenue up 57% and operating profit (excluding derreciation) 
moved from a loss position of “4.8 million in 1961 to slightly over “1 million 
in 1962. 


The new Broadcasting Station Annual Report provides more financial 
detail and a greater degree of uniformity thus permitting some comparative 
market analysis and station-by-station comparisons within markets. Table A 
(Radio) and Table B (Television) show a comparison of the pattern of broad- 
casting revenue and expenses between fovr market groups and a breakdown within 
the individual markets. The fonr market groups, for this example, are: 
Group I, markets with two or more television stations; Group TI, markets with 
one television station and two or more radio stations; Group TIT, markets with 
one television station and one radio stations and Group TV, markets with only 
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radio stations. The tables are self-explanatory and consist of financial 
data extracted from annual returns for the fiscal year ending in 1961 and 
the fiscal year ending in 1962. The tables are not designed for year-to- 
year comparison; their purpose is to indicate the percentage of broadcasting 
revenue that is allocated to each market group and the relative importance 
of national and local revenue within each group; also the segregation of 
depreciation and total remuneration to staff from total expenses gives some 
indication of the expense money available for such items as paid talent, 
general programming, etc. Although the tables are not meant for year-to- 
year comparison, it is interesting to note that both in radio and television 
there was a strengthening of the major markets (Group I) in 1962 at the 
expense of the Group II markets. This is, no doubt, the result of a drive 
for national revenue in the major marketse

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Other Matters of Concern to the Poard 
1. Foreign Language broadcasting 


Over a long period the board of Proadecast Governors gave consider- 
ation to a set of principles or ground rules to govern foreign language 
broadcasting in Canada. These principles were first set out on January 22, 
1962, in a Public Announcement, and in it the Board accepted the thesis that 
there is some demand for extensive broadcasting in foreign languages in 
Canada, chiefly because of the great influx of imnicsrants in the years since 
1945. It was then the considered cpinion of the Eoard that by mixing some 
periods of foreign language broadcasting with Enelish and French over a 


aiR> 


broadcasting station, the broadcaster could assist in not only making the 
neweomer feel less lonely in a new land but could help inculcate instruction 
in the Canadian way of life--government, customs, tradition, culture—more 
easily than would otherwise be the case. 


Then, at its public hearing in 1963 the Board gave notice of its 
intention and on March 27, 1963, enacted an amendment to the Radio (AM) 
Broadcasting Regulations, a section dealing with foreign language broadcasts. 
This amendment was published in The Canada Gazette to take effect on March 
27, 1963. (See Appendix F for details.) 


2. Colour Television 


Since its establishment in 1958 the Board has had many discussions 
on the subject of introduction of colour television into Canada. In order 
to get the subject properly befcre the industry and the public, the Board 
devoted the first full day of its January, 1963, public hearing to the 
presentation of briefs, and examination of witnesses, on the topic of colour 
television for Canada. The public examination came about largely through 
representations of the Electronic Industries Association of Canada that it 
be given such a forum to state its views. 


Board members reviewed the evidence at an in camera meeting and 
came to the conclusion that the time had not yet arrived when the Board could 
recommend that colour TV begin in Canada, Nor could the Board see the future 
picture clearly enough to fix any forward target dates either for the setting 
of colour standards by the Department of Transport, or for permission to 
licensees to telecast in colour, 


Some suggestions were made at the public hearing that the Board 
set up an industry-wide committee to study the question and make recommend- 
ations. The Board has active conmittees with public and private broadcasters, 
with advertisers and advertising agencies, and with the Department of Trans- 
port. It will continue to keep in touch with the manufacturers as well, 


There was general acceptance at the public hearing by witnesses, 
and by the Board members themselves, that colour television will come to 
Canada and be welcomed by all interested parties, including the viewers. 
However , because of the great costs involved, and the absence of appreciable 
public demand, neither the CBC nor CTV networks wanted the introduction of 
colour now. Despite the fact that colour programmes from the U.S. could 
be seen in about one million Canadian homes now, only an estimated 4,500 
colour sets are in use in Canada to-day. That is the size of public demand, 
partly due to the high cost of TV colour sets. The cheapest price in Canada 
to~day is about $750 per set. Even in the U.S., where sets are cheaper, 
there are only a million or slightly more colour TV sets in use, against 
54,000,000 black and white sets, and only N.B.C. of the three U.S. networks, 
is doing an extensive amount of colour programming. 


The Board looks forward to the time when colour may be introduced 


aoe 


to Canadian TV but it wants the time and cost factors to be favourable to 
reasonable success. It is the feeling of the Board that no colour should 
be introduced at this time, but the B.B.G. will keep an extremely close 
watch on the situation and act quickly if and when conditions are right, 


3- Wired Television Systems 


There are several forms of wired television systems but the chief 
One operating in Canada is what is known as community antenna television. 
CATV systems, which operate in eight Canedian provinces, are licensed by the 
Department of Transport, but they do not come under the Broadcasting Act 
or under the supervision of this Board, 


The Board showed its concern over the effects of CATV on free tele— 
vision when at its public hearing in March it considered an application by 
CJAY-TV of Winnipeg for the re-hearing of an application for a rebroadcast- 
ing station in Brandon, Manitoba, because of advice that the Department of 
Transport had licensed a CATV operation in that community. However, the 
Board reaffirmed its statement of reasons for recommending denial of the 
CJAY-TV application and said it was not persuaded that the licensing of 
a CATV system in Brandon provided adequate grounds for a re-hearing, which 
was, therefore, denied. But during the hearing in March the Board referred 
to its concern over the extension of wired systems and announced its 
intention, at the public hearing in June, 1963, to receive representations 
from broadcasters and other interested parties on the relation between the 
development of wired television systems and broadcasting, and broadcasting 
policy.

AMENDMENTS TO THE RADIO (AM) BROADCASTING REGULATIONS AND THE RADIO (TV) 


BROADCASTING REGULATIONS ENACTED BY THE BOARD APRIL 1, 1962 TO MARCH 31, 1963 
RADIO (AM) BROADCASTING REGULATIONS 


I. "The Board of Broadeast Governors pursuant to section 1] of the 
Broadcasting Act is pleased hereby to amend the Radio (AM) Broadcasting 
Regulations (1) as amended (2) in accordance with the Schedule hereto, 
effective the 19th day of January, 1963, 


Dated at Ottawa, this 19th day of January, 1963. 


SCHEDULE 


1. Section 2 of the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations is amended 
by adding thereto the following paragraph: 


(p) "week" means a period of seven days commencing immed- 
lately after midnight each Monday and terminating 
immediately prior to midnight the next following Sunday. 


2. Section 7 of the said Regulations is revoked and the following 
substituted therefor: 


7. (1) No station shall broadcast commercial messages the 
total time of which exceeds 250 minutes during the period between 
six o'clock in the forenoon and twelve o'clock midnight, and the 
total time of commercial messages in a week shall not exceed 
1,500 minutes, 

(2) No station that is limited by a condition of licence 
to broadcasting between the hours of sunrise and sunset only 
shall broadcast commercial messages the total time of which 
exceeds 200 minutes during the period between sunrise and sunset 
in any day and the total time of commercial messages in any week 
shall not exceed 1,000 minutes," 


II. "The Board of Broadcast Governors pursuant to section 11 of the 
Broadcasting Act is pleased hereby to amend the Radio (AM) Broadcasting 
Regulations (1) as amended (2) in accordance with the Schedule hereto, 
effective the 27th day of March, 1963.

SCHEDULE 


1. The Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations are amended by adding 


APPENDIX F 
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thereto the following heading and section: 


Foreign Language Broadcasts 


17. (1) No station shall broadcast programs in a language 
other than French or English for periods that in the aggregate 

(a) exceed fifteen per cent of the broadcast time per 
week of the station; or 

(b) where the licensee of the station has been auth- 
orized by the Board under this section to appropriate 
a larger percentage of the broadcast time of the 
station for programs broadcast in a language other 
than French or Knglish, exceed the percentage of its 
broadeast time that the Board has authorized the 
licensee to appropriate for such programs. 

(2) The Board may, upon application by a licensee and 
without holding a public hearing in respect. of the application, 
authorize the licensee to appropriate for the broadcasting of 
programs in a language other than French or English a percentage 
of the broadcast time of a station exceeding fifteen per cent 
but not exceeding twenty per cent of such broadcast time. 

(3) A licensee may apply to the Board for authorization 
to appropriate more than twenty per cent of the broadcast time of 
a station for the broadcasting of programs in a language other than 
French or English and shall show in such application 

(a) that there is a sufficient number of non-French or 
non-English speaking people in his coverage area to 
justify the granting of the authorization; 

(b) his reasons for believing that such broadcasts 
will help to integrate those people into the 
community; and 

(c) the methods by which he will exercise control 
over such progréms and advertising content of 
such broadcasts, 

(4) The Board may, after holding a public hearing in respect 
of an application made under subsection (3), authorize the station 
in respect of which the application is made to broadcast programs 
in a language other than French or English for periods that in the 
ageragate exceed twenty per cent but do not exceed forty per cent 
of the broadcast time per week of the station. 

(5) This section does not apply to programs broadeast in 
an Eskimo or Canadian Indian language,"

(2) For the purpose of making entries in program logs, 
each program shall be classified into one of the sub-classes 
listed in Schedule "A" and the key letters or figures listed in 
respect of that sub-class in that Schedule shall be used to 
identify each program in the log. 


(2) Subsections (4) and (5) of section 4 of the said Regulations 
are revoked and the following substituted therefor: 


(4) Each stetion shall present to the Board within 
seven days after the end of each week its program log for that 
week, carrying an endorsation of the Manager of the station or 
other officers authorized by the licensee and approved by the 
Board, in the following words: 

'This is to certify that the undersigned has inspected 
the foregoing station program log. According to the 
information supplied me and to the best of my knowledge, 
information and belief this log represents a true and 
accurate picture of the station's operation for the week

(a) the continuity used for any program, spot or 
flash announcement broadcast by that stetion;

(b) the manuscript or reproduction of any broadcast 
of a talk or speech from that station. 


(5a) Where a program is broadcast by a station oper- 
ating as a part of a network, subsection (5) shall apply only 
to the originating stétion.

(f) any program on the subject of birth contrcel, 
unless thet program is presented in a manner 
appropriate to the medium of broadcasting;

(3) No station shall broadeast any contest in which 
the aggregate value of the articles or money that may be awarded 
in that contest in a month exceeds one hundred dollars, except 
a contest that is wholly sponsored by or paid for by an adver- 
tiser or group of advertisers. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection (3) a station may broad- 
cast one contest a month sponsored in full or in part by that 
station in which the value of the articles or money that may be 
awarded in that contest exceeds one hundred dollars, but where a 
station broadcasts such a contest, the value of the articles or 
money that may be awarded in that contest in one month shall not 
exceed five thousand dollars. 


3. (1) Subsection (3) of section 6 of the said Regulations is revoked 
and the following substituted therefor: 


(3) During each period of four weeks commencing after 
September 30, 1962, between the hours of six otclock in the 
afternoon and twelve o'clock midnight each station and network 
shall devote to programs that are basically Canadian in content 
and character an aggregate of at least forty per cent of its 
broadcast time.

(ii) one-half of the program time of those pro- 

grams thereafter; 
(b) in the case of programs produced outside Canada 

in French-language countries, one-half of the 

program time of those programs; and 

(c) in the case of programs produced outside Canada 

in countries other than Commonwealth and French 

language countries in which programs, the audio 

portion thereof that is converted to either 
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English or French by a process of lip synchron- 
ization done in Canada, one-quarter of the program 
time of those programs, 
except that the aggregate program hours included pursuant to 
paragraphs (a), (b) and (c) shall not exceed one-third of the 
broadcast time of a station or network in any four-week period. 


4. Section 8 of the said Regulations is revoked and the following 
substituted therefor: 


8. (1) Subject to subsection (2), no station or network 
operator shall broadcast any sponsored program of the length

(2) Where a station or network operator broadcasts any 
sponsored program that qualifies as Canadian in content and 
character under paragraph (a), (aa), (b), (c) or (g) of sub= 
section (4) of section 6, the advertising content of that 
program may exceed the time set out opposite to the length of 
the program in Column II of the Schedule to this section but 
shall not exceed the time set out opposite to the length of 
that program in Column III thereof. 

(3) No station or network operator shall, during any 
one-hour period, broadcast more than twenty commercial messages 
the aggregate duration of which shall not exceed sixteen minutes, 

(4) Subsection (3) does not apply to a station during the 
period of a major emergency within the area served by the station.

PART I 


The Bro adcasting Act 


Part I of the Broadcasting Act, 1958, refers to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors and sets out in Section 10 the general objects and 
purposes of the Boarde 


Other sections, dealing with the organization of the Board, 
specify its regulatory powers; prescribe the procedures with respect to 
applications for licences, increases in power, changes of facilities, and 
changes of location of broadcasting stations 3 provide authority for the 
establishment of networks; limit the participation in broadcasting stations 
by "non-Canadian interests"; set conditions governing political broad» 
castings; and make provision for prohibitions, penalties and suspension of 
station licencese Under the authority vested by the Act, the Board has 
enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (AM) Broad- 
casting Regulations, and the Board of Broadcast Governors! Procedure 
Regulations. 


Part II of the Broadcasting Act refers to the Canadian Broad» 
casting Corporation. The Corporation is an operating body established "for 
the purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with power, inter 
alia, to "maintain and operate broadcasting stations and networks of broad. 
casting stations; establish, subject to the approval of the Governor in 
Council, such broadcasting stations as the Corporation considers necessary 
and desirable; make agreements with broadcasting stations for the broad= 


casting of network programs". 


The Board and the Corporation both report to Parliament through 
the Secretary of State.

The Board subsequently 
recommended for approval the two applications on which a decision was res- 
ervede

Ownership of Broadcasting Companies 


The Board received 12) applications for changes in share owner- 
ship of broadcasting companies and made recommendations to the Minister of

Appendices C and D list all applications referred to the Board 
by the Minister of Transport under the provisions of Section 118 of the 
General Radio Regulations issued pursuant to the Radio Act and the Board's 
recommendations on then. 


Appendix C lists those applications for a change of share dist- 
ribution in broadcasting companies in which no change of ownership or 
control was involved. Appendix D lists those applications in which a 
change of ownership or control was involved. In these latter cases, the 
Board's recommendation was made following the consideration of the applic- 
ations at a public hearing. 


De Applications for Renewal of Licences 


The Board received from the Department of Transport applications 
from 16 television and 19 radio stations for authority to operate the sta- 
tions after the expiry of their licences on March 31, 196). 


The Board recommended that 119 of the station applications ref- 
erred to it be approved for the maximm five year period until March 3], 


1969.6 
The Board also directed, pursuant to Section 13(1) of the Broad 


casting Act, that where the licence was renewed for those stations which 
were affiliated with a network of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation as 
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at March 31, 196, the licence issued should contain the condition that the 
licensee shall operate the broadcasting station to which the licence relates 
as part of a network operated by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 


Applications to operate stations after March 31, 196, were reo- 
eived from 17 FM radio stations. Of these, 10 stations were not carrying 
programming separate from the corresponding AM stations and the Board rec~ 
ommended that authority be granted to operate these stations to March 31, 
19652 It was recommended that authority be granted to the remaining 7 FM 
stations to operate to March 31, 1969. 

Appendix E lists the recommendations of the Board on applications 
for renewal of broadcasting licences received by it in 1963-6). 


9o Applications to Form or to Operate Networks 


The Board heard three spplications under Section 13(h)(a) of the 
Act to operate radio networks. These were dealt with at public hearings 
and are listed in Appendix A. 


The Board also approved a mmber of applications to operate net- 
works on a short term basis of less than 30 days under Section 13(h)(b) of 
the Acte These applications are not dealt with at public hearings. 


10, Other Applications 


(1) Educational Broadcasting 


The Board recommended for approval six applications from televe 
ision stations CFRN-TV, Edmonton, CJCH-TV, Halifax, CFCF~TV, Montreal, 
CJON-TV, St. John's, Nfld., CFT0=TV, Toronto, and from CTV Television 
Network Ltde, to carry educational programming under the provisions of 
Section 6(6) of the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations. 


(2) Reservation of Channels 
At its public hearing in June, 1963, the Board heard an applic~ 


ation from the CBC for the reservation of television channels for the future 
use of the Corporation in the following ten centres in Canada:

to make any recommendation on the reservations in the other centres. 


(3) Applications for Disaffiliation from CBC Networks 


The Board heard applications from stations CFAR, Huntsville, Ont, 
CKOO-TV, Kitchener, Ont., and CKCR, Kitchener, Ont., under Section 13(3) of 
the Act for the removal of the condition of licence that the stations oper- 
ate as part of a network of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 


The application by CKCO-TV was granted and those by CKCR and 
CFAR were denied. 


(h) Applications for Removal of a Licence Condition 


Station CJQC, Quebeo City, applied for the removal, on a temporary 
basis, of the condition of licence that the station broadcast its programming 
in the Inglish language only. The Board heard the application at its public 
hearing in August, 1963, and recommended for denial, noting that it had 
previously recommended denial of the same application in Jamuary and that 
it was not convinced on the basis of evidence presented at the rehearing 
that it should make a different recommendations 


PART IV 


Changes 4n the Regulations 


Under the provisions of Section 11 of the Broadcasting Act, the 
Board enacted amendments to both the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations 
and the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations. 


The Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations were anended following 
the June h, 1963, public hearing to pie radio stations to report, in 
the station log only, the total commercial time in sponsored programmes. 
The previous regulation required the logging of each individual commercial 
announcement within a sponsored programme. (Section (1)(e) = Radio (AM) 
Broadcasting Regulations) 


The Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations were amended on June 6, 
1963, by the enactment of an amendment permitting a reduction in the Can- 


adian content requirement from 55% to 5% during the summer period May 26, 
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1963, to October 12, 1963. The amendment also removed the requirement of 
40% Canadian content in the programming carried between six p.m. and mid- 
night each day. The Board was satisfied that these reductions were just-— 
ified in view of the difficulties faced by television stations in the 
summer as a result of reduced network programming available, reduced 
audiences and the need to provide for staff holidays. (Sections 6(3a) and 
(3b) - Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations) 


Amendments were enacted to both Regulations following the public 
hearing on August 27 and 28, 1963, to provide for changes in the format of 
beer and wine advertisements in those provinces where such advertising is 
permitted. The Board felt that less emphasis should be placed on encour- 
aging the consumption of beer and wine but rather that the emphasis should 
be on brand preference advertising by the brewers and wineries. The amend-— 
ments that were enacted on August 29, 1963, were designed to achieve this 
purpose. (Section 10 - Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations and Section 10 - 
Ratio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations) 


On January 15, 1964, the Board enacted both the Radio (TV) Broad— 
casting Regulations and the Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations in a con- 
solidated form incorporating the various amendments that had been enacted 
since the original regulations were made. No change in the provisions of 
either Regulations were effected by that enactment. 


Appendix F lists the amendments enacted by the Board in 1963-64 
and the date of enactment. 


PART V 


Enforcement of the Regulations 


During the year, the Board considered nine cases of alleged 
infractions of its regulations by broadcasting stations. In four of these 
cases action was taken in the courts under Section 18 of the Broadcasting 
Act for infractions of Section 17 of the Act and of Section 7 of the Radio 
(AM) Broadcasting Regulations. Other cases were still pending action by 
the Board at the end of the fiscal year.

1. Extension of Service 
(1) Radio and Television 


The extension of radio and television service into areas receiv- 
ing restricted service or no service has continued at a reasonable pace. 
This extension is still being effected in a significant way by the estab- 
lishment of low power relay transmitters by the CRO in radio and by rel- 
atively low power rebroadcasting stations in television. Additional radio 
Service was also provided in areas now receiving service to ensure some 
alternative listening and viewing. IM radio stations are also being estab- 
lished to bring a different type of radio service to various centres. 


The Board's opinion that the development of a "second" private 
television service will be gradual has been justified on the basis of the 
applications brought before the Board in 1963-6h. 


(11) Networks 


There were no significant changes in the nature or size of the 
existing radio and television networks over the year. As indicated in 
Part III paragraph 10, the Board approved the application by Station 
CKCO-TV for disaffiliation from the CBC network and affiliation with the 
CTV Television Network Ltd. The station was subsequently added to CTV. 


2. Revenve and Expenditures of Broadcasting Stations 


The broadcasting stations! Annual Report is the form on which 
the Board receives financial statistics from the industry. The Annual 
Report was developed by a joint committee representing the industry, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the Department of Transport end the Board 
of Broadcast Governors. It has been in use for three years and during 
that time constant revision and improvement has taken place. The ability 
of the stations to submit their reports within 90 days of the end of their 
fiscal year and the general high level of accuracy in presenting the fin- 
ancial data has greatly assisted the Board in carrying out its duties. 


The following information drawn from the Anmal Report relates 
only to the private sector of the industry. It distinguishes between: 


(a) established stations, i.e., stations in operation prior 
to Jamarv lst, 1960, and 


(b) new stations, i.e., stations commencing operation after 
December 31st, 1959. 


Radio 


(a) One hundred and forty established radio stations filed 3 cons- 
ecutive financial reports including a complete return for 1963. 


In 1961, a decline in broadcasting revenue resulted in a sharp 
drop in the operating profit for that year. The 3-year returns indicate 
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an increase in the total revenue and operating profit in the last 2 years. 
Breadcasting revenue for the established stations increased 8%, 1962 over 
1961, with a further increase of 6%, 1963 over 1962, amounting to a 1h% 
increase from 1961 to 1963. The operating profit increased 37%, 1962 
over 1961, with a further increase of 8%, 1963 over 1962, and an overall 
increase of 7%, from 1961 to 1963. The increase in profits in 1962 and 
1963 would little more than restore the profit position in 1960. Thirty- 
one of the 10 established stations had an operating loss in 1963. 


(b) The returns for 1h radio stations commencing operation after 
December 31, 1959, which reported for 1963 showed 8 in an operating loss 
position for the year. 


Television 


(a) Forty-two established television stations have reported in 1963. 


In 1961, established television stations had virtually no inc- 
rease in revenue, while expenses increased 12%, resulting in a severe 
decline in operating profit. The 3-year returns indicate an increase in 
total broadcast revenue of 11%, 1963 over 1962, and an increase of h6% 
from 1961 to 1963. In 1961, the aggregate loss of 19 of the )12 estab- 
lished television stations exceeded the ageregate profit of the remainder. 
The aggregate net profit of the 2 stations in 1962 was %652,000 and in 
1963 was %h,29,000. Seven established stations recorded losses in 1963. 


(b) The returns from 12 stations commencing operation after December 
31, 1959, which reported in 1963 showed lh with an operating loss for the 
year. The 9 new "second" television stations in the major markets which 
commenced operations after 1960 have participated in the general improve- 
ment in the industry. Between 1962 and 1963 total broadcast revenue 
increased from *19,928,000 to $22,990,000, i.e. by 15%. An aggregate 
loss of 4.9 million dollars in 1961 was converted into an aggregate 
profit. of just over $1,100,000 in 1963.

Other Matters of Concern to the Board 


ae CATV 


On December 31, 1963, the Board was asked by the Secretary of 
State and the Minister of Transport to inquire into and recommend any 
legislative action that may be required to ensure that, so far as the 
constitutional jurisdiction of Parliament will permit, the use of 
community antenna television for the dissemination of television programs 
is subject to similar regulation under parallel conditions to that applied 


to direct broadcasting. 
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The Board was to undertake this enquiry with the technical 
advice and in consultation with the Department of Transport. 


In March, 196h, a report was submitted to the Ministers as 
follows: 


"A committee of the Board of Broadcast Governors and the 
Department of Transport - and under it a working sub-committee 
of the same two agencies ~ has inquired into this subject over 
the past two months and has held numerous discussions and formal 
meetings. 


Community Antenna Systems rely both upon radio links and 
landlines or cable relays. Complete control of all aspects of 
cable relays and closed circuit T.V. can be achieved only by 
complete federal control of landlines, a large portion of which 
are presently under provincial control in the absence of federal 
declaration or statute. This would involve complicated problems 
of provincial consultation. However, effective control over the 
major area of CATV could be achieved by amendments to the Broad- 
casting Act covering commercial broadcasting receiving stations 
and land stations where these stations are used to feed a cable 
relay distribution system with radio or television broadcasting 
Signals or where the land stations are used to feed the distrib- 
ution systems with closed circuit radio or television signals. 
These amendments should include: 


(1) a requirement that the Minister of Transport refer to the 
B.B.G. for hearing and recommendation of any applications 
for licences or for renewal thereof, including renewal of 
existing licences, and give the Board the necessary powers 
for this purpose; 


(2) authority for the Board to regulate such stations in regard 
to programme content and other non-technical matters (the 
Department of Transport would contime to deal with technical 
aspects) ; 


(3) extension of the objects and purposes of the Act to Commer- 
cial Broadcasting Receiving Stations and to Land Stations 
feeding cable relay distribution systems; 


(4) a limit on foreign ownership of new Commercial Broadcasting 
Receiving Stations and Land Stations feeding Cable Relay 
Systems similar to the limitations now contained in the Act 
for broadcasting stations; 


(S) authority for the Board to control interconnections (net- 
works) of cable relay distribution systems when they are 
fed with signals from Commercial Broadcasting Receiving 
Stations or Land Stations; 
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(6) authority for the Board to enforce of its own action cond- 
itions of licences of stations in these categories where the 
conditions have been included as a result of a recommendation 
from the Board; and to take action in the courts of violations 
of such conditions or of infractions of the repulations. 


When authority is given to the Board under the Act, it is 
proposed the Board should regulate the Commercial Broadcasting 
Receiving Stations and the Land Stations as defined in such a 
manner to ensure that, consistent with the public interest in the 
reception of a varied and comprehensive brosdcasting service, the 
Board should to the greatest extent practicable maintain the 


Canadian identity and character of service available to the public 


and further the purposes of broadcasting as set out in Section 10 


of the Act. The Board would also regilate the relationship between 


licensees and provide for the final determination of all matters 
and questions in relation thereto. 


The Board may wish to consider regulations prescribing the 
time periods for programmes delivered by Commercial Broadcasting 
Receiving Stations and Land Stations as defined for feeding a 
Cable Relay System, and respecting the alteration or curtailment 
of programmes handled by these two sources for feeding a Cable 
Relay System. Changes in the authority for the reception of 
broadcasting stations by Commercial Broadcasting Receiving Sta- 
tions and the broadcasting signals carried by Land Stations as 
defined would need to come to the Board for approval, as would 
a change in the area served through the medium of the Cable 
Relay System as specified in the licence. 


The conmittee has examined the Act in detail and is prep- 
ared to lend its assistance to the Department of Justice in 
suggesting the necessary changes and wording in the Broadcasting 
Act to cover Cable Relay Systems." 


The above report was tabled in the House of Commons on March 


19, 196h.

The Board has not yet been called upon for any further assist- 
ance on this subject. 


Colour Television 


In its last Anmal Report the Board cited its close attention 
to the subject of colour television since its establishment in 1958 and 
reported on a public hearing on the subject held in January, 1963. 
that public hearing, Board members came to the conclusion that the time 
had not yet arrived when the Board could recommend that colour TV begin 


in Canada. 


In the past year, however, there has been an appreciable inc- 


After 


rease in the sale of colour sets and in colour programming in the United 
States, and the Board of Broadcast Governors feels that the time is 
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getting closer when the broadcasting industry in Canada mst get into 
telecasting in colour over its own networks and through its own stations. 
With this prospect in view, it is likely that the Board will call another 
public hearing on the subject before the close of 196h to determine the 
thinking of broadcasters and manufacturers, with one possibility being 
the setting of a target date. 


Estinates available to the Board indicate that about 3 per cent 
of the homes in the United States now have colour receivers and that 1963 
and early 196 have witnessed an increase in the rate of colour set sales 
in the United States. 


So far as can be determined, however, there has not yet been 
an appreciable increase in the number of colour TV sets in those parts 
of Canada that are able to receive colour programs from across the inter- 
national boundary. And, at this writing, there is no inclination by 
either the CBC or CTV networks to shoulder the costs, both capital and 
operating, that colour would superimpose on their operations. In the 
Board's view, there are not more than three or four Canadian TV stations 
that would be willing to accept the extra cost involved in colour tele. 
casting at this time. However, late in the year the Board will again 
sample industry opinion and if the portents seem favorable perhaps rec~ 
ommend a target date for the introduction of colour in this country. 


3- Educational Television 


A National ¥ducational Television Conference was held in Toronto 
in May, 1961. The Conference recorded its interest in the possibility 
of establishing some sort of national council on educational television. 
Early in 1962, the Management Committee met with the Chairman of the 
Board with a request that the Board consider convening a meeting to 
discuss whether there was need for an interest in such a body. The Board 
later indicated that it would be prepared to convene a meeting pro viding 
that there was assurance that the Ministers of Education would not take 
exception to the intervention of the Board in this way. In Septerber, 
1962, the Chairman of the Board met with the Standing Committee of Min- 
isters of the Canadian Fducation Association. The Board was subsequently 
advised that the Committee agreed it would give its support to the conv- 
ening of such a meeting, should the Board of Broadcast Governors undertake 
to convene it. No immediate action was taken. Following the 1963 Anmal 
Meeting of the Canadian Education Association, the Board received an 
enguiry as to its intentions. In view of the continuing interest, it was 
decided that the Board should act to convene a meeting which was eventually 
held in Toronto on March h and 5, 196. Invitations to the meeting were 
extended to and accepted by the Canadian Education Association, National 
Advisory Council on School Broadcasting, Canadian Teachers! Federation, 
Canadian School Trustees! Association, Association des Commissaires 
d'Ecoles Catholiques de Lanmue Francaise du Canada, Canadian Universities 
Foundation, Canadian Association of University Teachers, Association Cana- 
dienne dos Reéneatcurs de Lonpyve Frangaise, Université de Montréal, Canadian 
Association of Directors of Extension of Summer Schools, Canadian Assoc- 
dation for Adult Tducation, Institut Canadien d'Fducation des Adultes, 
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Institut Canadien des Affaires Publiques, Metropclitan Fducational 
Television Association of Toronto, Canadian Labour Congress, Canadian 
Home and School and Parent Teachers Federation, Canadian Library Assoc- 
lation, National Film Board, Canadian Film Institite, Canadian Institute 
of International Affairs, Canadian Institute of Public Affairs, Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, Canadian Association of Broadcasters. 


The following motions were passed at the meeting of March h: 


1. "That we go on record favouring the existence of a national 
body concerned with educational broadcasting at all levels 
having interests broader than those currently applicable to 
the National Advisory Council on School Broadcasting as it 

1s presently constituted." 


2. "That a committee of five people giving due consideration to 
English and French representation be nominated by the Chair 
to be known as a Provisional Committee to explore the means 
of establishing an organization in Canada of the character 
envisaged by the motion passed previously and to disoss 
this matter with the ad hoc committee of the Standing Comm. 
ittee of Ministers and other appropriate bodies; another 
meeting to be called as soon as possible to which the prov-~ 
isional committee should report back."

he Television: Applications for Alternative Service 


On May 1, 1963, the Secretary of State, the Honourable J.We 
Pickersgill, announced that he had asked the Chairman of the Board of 
Broadcast Governors "to have a series of discussions with Mr. Alphonse 
Ouimet, the President of the CBC, and Mr. Don Jamieson, the President of 
the Canadian Association of Broadcasters, with a view to preparing for 
the consideration of the Government, a statement of those areas of public 
policy on which all three are in full or substantial agreement and those 
points on which there is a divergence of views". 


On September 2), 1963, an interim report was submitted to the 
Minister which included the following recommendation: 


"We have agreed to recommend that the Minister of Trans- 


port should not, during the remainder of 1963 and in the first 
six months of 196, receive or, under Section 12 of the Broad- 
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casting Act, forward to the Board applications for licences 
which would result in the extension of alternative Canadian 
television service. The effect of this would be that app- 
lications for television licences involving alternative 
service would not be heard earlier than the first public 
hearing after July 1, 196." 


This recommendation was agreed upon by the Minister of Trans- 
port and, since the fall of. 1963, applications for television licences 
which would extend alternative licences have not been received by the 
Board e 


5. The Definition of a Network 


Section 13 of the Broadcasting Act, under the heading "Net- 
works" directs the Board with reference to approval of networks and 
affiliation of stations with the networks; md Section 16, under the 
heading "Prohibition and penalties" prohibits the operation of networks 
or of stations as parts of networks without the permission of the Board. 
Nevertheless, Section 2 (Interpretation) does not include a definition 
of a "network", 


In its regulations, the Board has attempted to define a network 
as being an organization consisting of a person who has permission of the 
Board to operate a network and to distribute prograns to those stations 
with which he has agreements, the agreements providing that certain periods 
of the broadcast time will be used by the network operator. Under these 
conditions, the responsibility for the broadcast on his station is, by 
agreement, turned over by the licensee to some other person, namely, the 
network operator, for stated periods known as "reserved time". 


The Federal Communications Commission (U.S.A-) has provided a 
somewhat similar definition of a network as follows: 


" Network? means a person or organization which, as part 
of its regular business, by contract or agreement, expressed 
or implied with two or more affiliated broadcast stations 
gives or supplies program service to such stations under presc- 
ribed conditions for the purpose of identical programs by such 
stations." 


The Board's definition, under the regulations, could be cont-~ 
ested; and it may not cover ali situations which might be interpreted as 
involving the operation of a network. A definition of a network, in the 
Broadcasting Act, is required. 


6. Open Line Programs 


The open line type of program has given the Board concern and 
has evoked a considerable amount of correspondence during the year. This 
is a type of broadcasting that is followed by a number of metropolitan 
radio stations. 
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{In some cases a moderator answers questions or gives opinions 
on topics introduced by a telephone caller, and both parties are heard 
over the radio. In others a panel of speakers in the radio studio fields 
the questions from telephone callers. Or there may be a blending of both 
systems o j 


The open line program is one method by which radio station 
licensees have fought back against the drawing power of TV in the evening 
hourse Such program periods have attracted listeners and advertisers. 


In some cases the moderator seems to try at all times to be 
provocative and to make the program highly controversial. Strongly-held 
opinions often result in letters of complaint to the Board. At other 
times the moderator is caught in the cross-fire of determined groups of 
callers who make a dead-set for their point of view and crowd other 
would-be participants off the radio station's switchboard. This can run 
all the way from opponents of fluoridation to backers of state socialism. 


However, this is in a general way the exercise of freedom of 
speech. In one case, the Board suggested that a moderator of a program 
divert calls on such subjects as prostitution, homosemality, etc., from 
early hours to the period after 10:30 poem. To date, this has worked 
satisfactorily. A directive to this effect is to go out to all other 
radio stations. 


7e Beer and Wine Advertising 


The Regulations of the Board provide for beer and wine advert- 
ising on radio and television in those provinces in which beer and wine 
advertising is permitted by the province. 


Beer and wine advertising is now permitted in the Provinces of 
Quebec, Newfoundland, Ontario and Nova Scotia. Each province permitting 
the advertising of beer and wine has a "Code" prescribing the conditions 
of advertising. The "Codes" are not identical; and in some respects they 
differ from the Regulations of the Board. 


The Regulations of the Board require that advertising copy be 
approved by a representative of the Board prior to broadcast. Advertising 
agencies, acting on behalf of their clients, submit copy to the Board for 
approvals and no beer and wine advertising is carried on licensed broad- 
casting stations unless it has been approved by the Board. 


On July 20, 1960, the Iiquor Control Board of Ontatio issued 
a Directive to member firms of the alcoholic beverages industry in which 
the trade was notified that all advertisements were to be submitted to 
the Board for approval prior to their use. It became necessary for 
advertising agencies to clear copy with both the Board of Broadcast 
Governors and the liquor Control Board of Ontario. During 1963, activ- 
ities of the Quebec Liquor Board made it necessary for advertising agencies 
handling the accounts of breweries to clear copy with the Quebec Liquor 
Board, Montreal, as well as with the Liquor Control Board of Ontario, 
Toronto, and the Board of Broadcast Governors, Ottawa. 
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Conversations were entered into between the Board of Broadcast 
Governors, the liquor Control Board of Ontario and the Quebec Liquor 
Boarde In an effort to rationalize procedures, it was agreed that beer 
and wine advertising copy would be cleared twice a month on announced 
dates» On these occasions, representatives of the Ontario Liquor Control 
Board and the Quebec Liquor Board would attend with the representatives 
of the Board of Broadcast Governors so that approved copy could be end- 
orsed and cleared at one time by the three Boards. This procedure was 
put into effect on January 29, 196). 


' The procedure can be expected to work satisfactorily provided 
the differences in the policy of the Board of Broadcast Governors and 
the policies of the Provincial Control Boards, as these are administered, 
are not too great. If sharp differences were to develop, it would prob- 
ably be necessary to revert to the cumbersome procedures followed prior 
to the adoption of the Committee method.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF BROADCAST GOVERNORS 


PART I 


The Broadcasting Act 


Part IT of the Broadcasting Act, 1958, refers to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors and sets out in Section 10 the general objects and 
purposes of the Board. 


Other sections, dealing with the organization of the Boani, 
specify its regulatory powers; prescribe the procedures with respect to 
applications for licences, increases in power, changes of facilities, and 
changes of location of broadcasting stations; provide authority for the 
establishment of networks; limit the participation in broadcasting stations 
by "non-Canadian interests"; set conditions governing political broad- 
casting; and make provision for prohibitions, penalties and suspension of 
station licences. Under the authority vested by the Act, the Board has 
enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (AM) Broadcasting 
Regulations, the Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations and the Board of Broad- 
cast Governors! Procedure Regulations. 


Part IJ of the Broadcasting Act refers to the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. The Corporation is an operating body established 
"for the purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with power, 
inter alia, to "maintain and operate broadcasting stations and networks of 
broadcasting stations; establish, subject to the approval of the Governor 
in Council, such broadcasting stations as the Corporation considers nec- 
essary and desirable; make agreements with broadcasting stations for the 
broadcasting of network programs". 


The Board and the Corporation both report to Parliament through 
the Secretary of State.

PART IV 


Changes in the Regulations 


Unier the provisions of Section 11 of the Broadcasting Act, the 
Board enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (AM) Broad- 
casting Reguletions and the Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations. 


The Radio (AM) Broadcasting Regulations were amended by SOR/6l-397 
effective October 1, 196. This amendment specified that certain material 
broadcast by each AM broadcasting station mst be kept for ) weeks and listed 
"program categories". 


The Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations were amended by SOR/6)-193, 
SOR/6L4-218 and SOR/6h-399. SOR/6h-193 required a minimum of 5% Canadian 
content from June 21 to September 30, 1961. SOR/6),-2)8 required a minimm 
of 55% Canadian content by stations and networks. SOR/64-399 specifies 


"program categories" and deals with commercial messages, 


The Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations were enacted (SOR/6),-21,9) 
effective October 1, 196, ‘The "program categories" were amended by SOR/6h- 
398 


Appendix F lists the amendments enacted by the Board in 196)-65 
and the date of enactment. 


PART V 


Enforcement of the Regulations 


During the year, the Board considered eight cases of alleged 
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infractions of its regulations by broadcasting stations. In five of these 
cases action was taken in the courts under Section 18 of the Broadcastin 
Act for infractions of Section 17 of the Act, Section 6 of the Radio (T 
Broadcasting Regulations, Sections }; and 7 of the Radio (4AM) Broadcasting 
Regulations and one suspension under Section 15 of the Broadcasting Act. 
One case is still pending action by the Board at the end of the fiscal year.

The Broadcasting System at March 31, 1965

le Extension of Service 
(4) Radio and Television 


The extension of radio and television service into areas rec- 
eiving restricted service or no service has continued at a reasonable pace. 
This extension is still being effected in a significant way by the establish- 
ment of low power relay tranamitters by the CBC in radio and by relatively 
low power rebroadcasting stations in television. Additional radio service 
was also provided in areas now receiving service to ensure some alternative 
listening and viewing. FM radio stations are also being established to 
bring a different type of radio service to various centres. 


The Board's opinion that the development of a "second" private 
television service will be gradual has been justified on the basis of the 
applications brought before the Board in 196),65. 

(44) Networks 


There were no significant changes in the nature or size of the 
existing radio and television networks over the year. 


2. Revenue and Exp enditures of Broadcasting Stations 


The broadcasting stations! Annual Report, which jointly serves 
the three government agencies charged with the administration of the ind 
ustry, is the source for the financial data that follows: 


The information represented here relates only to the private 
sector of the industry and to stations filing three consecutive Annual 
Reports including a complete return for 196). 

Radic 


One hundred and ninety-five radio stations reported an aggregate 
broadcast revenue of $61.5 million in 196h. Radio broadcast revenue inc- 
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reased, for this group of stations, 6.2%, 1963 over 1962, and 8.l%, 196h 
over 1963. The radio stations reporting have shown a steady increase in 
total operating profit, 9.6%, 1963 over 1962, and 2.9%, 196 over 1963, 
resulting in a 36.9% growth over the three year period. The financial 
ie from 35 radio stations, in this group, reported an operating loss 
in 1964. 


Television 


Fiftyesix television stations reported an aggregate total revenue 
of $61.6 million for the year 196). The three year returns indicate an 
increased television broadcast revenue of 11.3%, 1963 over 1962, and 16.5% 
196 over 1963, ths reflecting the continued growth of the medium. The 
aggregate net profit of the 56 stations in 196); was 9.8 million. Ten tele~ 
vision stations in this group recorded operating losses in 196). 


The now maturing nine "second" television stations are reflected 
in the total. The "second" television stations, although responsible for 
proportionately the same percent age of total revenue in 1963 and 196h, acc 
cane ed aon 10% of the 196) aggregate net operating profit as opposed to 27% 
in 1963. 


PART VII 


Other Matters of Concern to the Board 


le CATV Applic ations 


Comminity antenna television systems (CATV's) do not come under 
the Broadcasting Act, but are referred to the Board on an informal basis 
by the Minister of Transport who is the licensing authority. 


This system of informal referralws armounced by the Minister on 

July 22, 1964, in a statement which said in part: "The so-called freeze 
will be lifted immediately and the Minister of Transport will deal with 
pending applications after informal consultation with the Board of Broad- 
cast Governors on the possible effect on television broadcasting in the 
area concerned." The statement further provided that the Board should 
examine CATV applications to see whether they were "unlikely to make the 
operation of any existing television station uneconomical or to inhibit 
the provision of Canadian alternate television service in the area con- 
cerned". 


These then are the general instructions unmer which the Board 
has operated since the lifting of the freeze in July, 196). In the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1965, the Board examined 59 such applications and 
found that 6 of them, in its judgement, would not make the operation of 
existing TV stations uneconomical or inhibit the provision of alternate 
service. 


As this is a growing and important field of commnication, the 


Board has been unhappy with this piecemeal approach to the CATV problem 
and has communicated its feeling on this to the Minister in the hope that 
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some government policy and proper supervision may be established. In March 
of 1965 the Minister of Transport, recognizing that there were legal prob- 
lems involved, and after consultation with the Secretary of State, decided 
to establish a small committee composed of representatives of Transport, 
Secretary of State ani the Board of Broadcast Governors to review the legal 
position again with regard to CATV, starting with the report made by the 
Board of Broadcast Governors some months earlier following consultation 
with the Department of Transport. The purpose of this further review was 
to prepare recommendations which the government eould consider at the same 
time as the report of the Fowler Committee. Hopefully, some legislative 
action will have been taken before the time comes for the next Annual 
Report by this Board. 


The following statistics will help to show the growth of the CATV 
industry in Canada. Canadian systems increased in number from 2);7 to 3)7 
in 196), according to Television Factbook published in the United States. 
The total Canadian homes served by CATV systems had grown to 272,910 from 
215,079. The average number of homes served by each Canadian CATV system 
was 1,300 as against 1,097 a year earlier. In Canada there were 12 systems 
with more than 1,200 subscribers versus 7 a year ago and hiS with between 
1,000 and 5,900 versus 36 a year ago. Canada has the largest CATV system 
on the continent with one in Vancouver reporting 30,200 homes against the 
top in the ited States at Williamsport, Pa., with 19,000 homes. A 
Montreal operator claims 30,000 outlets. 


At the time of writing this report authorities in the United 
States were still inwlved in lengthy and complicated debates over the 
control of CATV by the Federal Communications Commission. 


2. Colour Television 


A report on colour television cannot be made definitive because 
of the involvement in this area of the Fowler Committee on Broadcasting. 
At the time of preparing this resume the Fowler Committee had not reported 
to the Secretary of State and the Board could have no indication of what 
might be recommended, 


However, contrary to earlier summaries by the BBG, colour tele- 
casting in the United States now seems to be firmly established amd the 
sale of sets increasing rapidly. At the end of 196) it was estimated that 
there were 3 million colour TV sets in use in the United States and that 
another 2 million sets would be sold during 1965. In fact, there was a 
shortage of colour tubes to supply the manufacturers in the United States 
and it was expected that this would be a limiting faetor in holding to a 
total 1965 output of 2 million sets, with demand possibly going beyond that 
figure. 


There was also an increasing amount of colour telecasting all over 
the United States with the three major networks finally participating. 
N.B.C. announced on March 9, 1965, that it was becoming a "full colour net-~ 
work", offering a total of 27 night-time programs in colour with the opening 
of the 1965-46 season. Approximately 90 per cent of the entire evening 
schedule of N.B.C. would be in colour during the average week as compared 
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with 70 per cent in the current season. C.B.S. was planning to convert two 
of its major programs, the Red Skelton and Darny Kaye shows, to colour next 
fall. A.B.C. was also planning increased colour casting. 


These developments south of the international boundary make it 
apparent that there will be increasing United States competition for viewers 
in Canadian cities that are in reach of television stations near the Cana- 
dian-United States border. If sales of colour TV sets increase in Canada, 
there will be increased tuning of United States stations direct, thus dil- 
uting the value of Canadian content regulations soverning Canadian televi- 
sion. The principal areas of concern are: Toronto, Vancouver and other 
heavily populated regions of southern Ontario and southern Quebec. 


To date, because of the cost factor, there has been no eagerness 
for colour on the part of the two Canadian networks, C.B.C. and CTV. C.B.G. 
has estimated that colour costs to the Corporation to eonvert its network 
and owned and operated stations to colour could be more than 20 million 
dollars. The cost to CTV and its affiliates would be much less because the 
newer second stations in their construction phase provided for extra space, 
additional lighting and air conditioning. There is now a feeling abroad in 
the industry that some colour should be permitted in Canada to coincide with 
the Centennial Year, 1967. If this is to be the case, there should be 
advance warning to the industry of up to 18 months so that Canadian manufac- 
turers may tool up and get into production and so that broadcasters may 
recruit and train the extra technicians and artists needed for colour tele- 
casting. Guidance from the Fowler Committee would seem to be essential by 
the Fall of 1965 so that colour standards may be set by the Department of 
Transport and so that the industry may be advised of a forward target date 
to begin broadcasting in colour. 


3. LIdicence Renewals 


Normally, all TV and radio licences are issued for periods of five 
years, All new licences for stations just beginning service are for five 
years, without exception. During the past several years the Board has rec- 
ommended the staggering of licence periods to the Minister of Transport so 
that about one-fifth of the total licences would come up for renewal each 
year. 


In arriving at the stagrered position of stations the Board sel- 
ected certain licensees to make appearances at public hearings, but on a 
limited basis only, largely for two reasons, to give credit where credit was 
due, or to seek through questioning understanding of, or changes in, a sta- 
tion's operation. The net results were that some licensees came in for 
commendation and others for criticism. 


Having achieved the staggered position of all licensees in Canada, 
the Board in 1965, for the first time, set aside definite days at public 
hearings during which there could be a detailed examination of operators of 
radio and TV stations when their licences were due for renewal. AS a result, 
23 stations were on the renewal list for a public hearing held in Vancouver, 
British Columbia, on March 23 and 2h, 1965. Of these twenty-three, 11 were 
required te appear and all were examined at considerable length at the public 
session. All of these 23 were from western Canada. The Board then set aside 
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two subsequent dates to deal with the licensees from eastern Canada, April 
26 and 27, 1965, at a hearing schedled for Ottawa. of 59 whose licences 
were due for renewal, 30 were required to appear. 


This system worked well in the spring of 1965 and because of the 
setting aside of days entirely dewted to licence renewal hearings, it was 
possible to make a much more detailed examination of programming and finances 
than had been possible in the past. Due to the success of this system, the 
Board will continve it in future years. 


hh. Amendments to Regulations 


There were amendments to the Board's Regulations governing AM 
radio stations and TV stations, and new FM station regulations were enacted 
during the year under review. 


The new FM regulations enacted by SOR/6h-2hS te come into effect 
October 1, 196), largely followed AM reguleticns with these important 
differences: FM programs were restricted to 10 minutes of commercial 
messages in an hour; all FM stations were required to broadcast at least 
two hours separate programmirg from an AM station controlled by the same 
person, and to cdewte not less than twenty per cent of the broadcast time 
of the station during each week to programs under the Arts, Letters and 
Sciences categories. 


The amendments to existing regulations were as follows: 


AM Regulations 


These were amended, effective the lst day of October, 196), by 
SOR/6l-397. There were two amendments. 


The first revoked subsection (5) of Section h, and substituted a 
new subsection (5). The effect of this subsection was to reduce the time 
which stations mst keep certain material, from a period of 6 months to a 
period of h weeks. Tt also broadened the definition of the material to be 
kept to include telephone conversation programs, interviews, commentary, 
editorials and discussions. 


The second amendment was the replacement of that section of Sche-~ 
dule "A" dealing with program categories. This was to provide a better 
definition of the program categories, and in particular tc those programs 
coming in the "Arts, Letters and Sciences" category. 


ny Regulations 


The television regulations were amended three times during the 
course of this year. 


The first amendment was SOR/6-193, and added a subsection to the 
Canadian content regulations which reduced Canadian content requirements 
from 55% to 15% for the period June 21, 196, to September 30, 196). 


The second amendment, SOR/6l-2)8, made several amendments to the 
Canadian content regulations ami to the commercial regulations. The first 
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was to change the measuring period for Canadian content from a l-week period 
to a calendar quarter period. Thus, both the 55% and the 15% in the 6:00 
pem. to midnight period were now to be reported on the basis of a calendar 
quarter. Similarly, in the case of Commonwealth and French programs, the 
calendar quarter was substituted, with the result that Commonwealth programs 
were changed from the first 28 hours in the )-week period to the first 90 
hours in the calendar quarter in their qualification of 100% Canadian, 


The amendment also changed the commercial regulations by reducing 
the participating commercial limits from 20 messazes for 16 minutes to i6 
messages for 12 minutes. In addition, this anendment defined a commercial 
message as including commercial armouncements, station promotion announce. 
ments, program promotion announcements, but excluded public service announce~ 
ments. This regulation was to be effective the 1st day of October, 196h. 


The third amendment was enacted as SOR/4)-399. The first amendment 
here was to redefine "commercial message" to mean only commercial announce- 
ments. Secondly, the logging regulations, to wit, paragraph (e) of subsection 
(1) of Section l, was changed to require the logging of commercial messages 
and the logging of the total time of commercial messages in sponsored programs, 


Subsection (1) of Section 8, and subsection (2), were also amended 
to replace the words "commercial announcements" with the words "commercial 
messages", 


The final amendment was the replacement of that part of Schedle 
"A" dealing with program categories. Again, this was for the purpose of 
clarifying the definition of program categories, particularly those coming 
under Arts, Letters and Sciences. 


FM Regula tions 


These were amended by SOR/6)+-398. The result of this amendment 
was to replace that part of Schedule "A" dealing with program categories to 
include a clearer definition of program categories, especially those coming 
under the Arts, Letters and Sctences categories. 


S. The Committee On Broadcasting 


On May 25, 196), the Secretary of State appointed a Committee on 
Broadcasting with the following terms of reference: 


"To study, in the light of present and possible future cond- 
itions, the purposes and provisions of the Broadcasting Act and 
related statutes and to recommend what amendments, if any, should 
be made to the legislation, including an appraisal of the studies 
being made by the Canadien Broadcasting Corporation of itsstruc- 
tural organization; and including an inquiry into the financing 
of the C.B.C., into C.B.C. consolidation projects, into the rel- 
ationship between the government and the C.B.C. insofar as the 
administration and the financing of the Corporaticn areconcerned, 
into the international service of the C.B.C., and into the various 
means of providing alternative television services, excluding 
community antenna television systems; and to report their findings 
to the Secretary of State with their recommendations." 
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Menbers of the Board have met with members of the Committee, a8 
requested; and the Board has supplied the Committee with all information 
available to the Board which was sought by the Committee. 


6. The "Freeze" on Applications for the Provision 


On July 6, 196), the Secretary of State made the following state- 
ment in the House of Commons: 


"Mr. Speaker, in September, 1963, Mr. Stewart, Mr. Ouimet 
and Mr. Jamieson jointly recommended that applications for licen- 
ces involving the extension of alternative television services 
should not be received or heard before July 1, 1964. That recom 
mendation was subsequently implemented by the Minister of Transport. 


On May 25, 196, I appointed an advisory committee on broad- 
casting with terms of reference that included an inquiry into 'the 
various means of providing alternative television services!. Because 
this question is presently unjer investigation and cannot be separ- 
ated from the other issues which are being reviewed by the advisory 
committee on broadcasting, the government feels that the freeze on 
the extension of alternative television services should be extended 
until a statement of policy is made shortly after the committee has 
presented its report early in 1965." 


Since then the Board has continued to deal only with applications 
forwarded to it by the Minister of Transport. 


7e Educational Television 


On September 29, 196), the Board, in response to « request, sup~ 
plied the Committee on Broadcasting with the following memorandum: 


1. What is the BG's policy about the licensing of educational television 
and what are the reasons for this policy? 


(a) It will be recognised that the Board cannot initiate applic- 
ations for licences of my kind. The Board can only deal with applications 
when someone decides to apply and the application is referred to the Board 
by the Department of Transport. 


The Board has not received any applications for licences to 
operate educational television stations. The Board was aware of a potential 
application from a group in Montreal; but no application reached the Board. 


(b) The Board received from Metropolitan Educational Television 
Association, Toronto, a request for the reservation of a channel for the 
eventual use of META. The Board recommended to the Minister of Transport 
that Channel 19 (UHF) be reserved for a subsequent application from META. 
The reservation was made. There has, a8 yet, been no application by META. 


Although there have been a few other enquiries, the request 
for reservation of s channel by META is the enly request the Board has 
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received. This may be due in part to the fact that the Board made it known 
it would not recommend reservation of channels for ETV unless there was 
evidence of serious intent on the part of the organization to become involved 
in educational television. The Board has made it clear that it would rec- 
ommend other reservations of UHF channels for ETV where this condition was 
met by an organization representing the educational bodies in the area. The 
Board has not declared any policy with respect to VHF channels. In the 
Board's view the decision on VHF channels would depend on the local circum 
stances including the availability of VHF channels. 


(c) In short the policy of the Board has been to facilitate the 
establishment of ETV stations where there is evidence of a well organized 
approach to educational television on the part of local educational author 
ities. The reason for this policy is the view that if educational authori- 
ties are convinced that television can serve their purposes they should have 
an opportunity to use the medium. However, the Board does not believe it is 
in the interests of the use of broadcasting resources or that it would con- 
tribute to the development of educational television to allocate channels for 
this particular use, unless there is evidence of serious interest on the part 
of educational authorities. 


So far the evidence is that Canadian educators generally are 
not sufficiently convinced of the value of television in the educational 
process to induce the responsible educational authorities to bear the costs 
of establishing and operating non-commercial educational stations. 


2. What is the actual situation in educational television in Canada; that 
is, how many stations are there, where are they and what coverage do 
they have, when did they begin to operate, and how do they operate, 
etc.? 


(a) The actual situation in educational television in Canada is 
that there are no ETV stations. 


(b) Programs for in-class instruction or enrichment are carried 
on the networks of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. A report on the 
nature and distribution of this service could be obtained from the CBC. 


The Board gets conflicting reports on the extent to which 
this service is actually used in the schools. The private affiliates who 
carry the Corporation's school broadcasts on their stations claim that the 
service is not greatly used in the schools. 


(c) The Board has used the provisions of Section 6(6) of the Radio 
(TV) Broadcasting Regulations to provide incentives to private broadcasters 
to carry educational programs. Where a private licensee is prepared to enter 
into a contract with a recognized educational body to carry programs selected 
by the body, the Board has given Canadian content clessification to the pro= 
grams regardless of their source, 


The Board has adopted this procedure, in part, because it does 
not wish to interfere with the decisions of educational authorities regarding 
the material which would be useful for their purposes. The granting of 
Canadian content classification to material which educational bodies procure 
from outside Canada provides incentive to the stations to carry it. 
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3. What is the likely general development of educational television in 
Canada? If present or future developments might cause difficulties, 
what are your views on the way in which those difficulties might be 
circumvented in order to maintain orderly use and development of 
Canadian television capacity? 


(a) The future development of educational television in Canada 
depends primarily on the degree to which educators become convinced that EV 
can be useful to them. This will determine their willingness to assume the 
necessary costs. There seems to us to be evidence of gradually expanding 
interest on the part of educators. 


(b) It is our understanding that the Corporation feels it is 
already allocating as much time as possible to school broadcasts; ami the 
Board is inclined to share this view. The CBC also makes an important con- 
tribution through the broadcasting of programs of general or adult educa- 
tional significance. 


Should the CBC make increased provision for educational tele- 
vision? The answer depends on the view taken with respect to the proper 
mix" in the total public service. If it is asmmed that the present "mix" 
in the CBC service is about right, there would be little opportunity for 
expanding educational programming within the Service. It should be borne 
in mind that in producing and distributing broadcasts directed to the schools 
the Corporation is involved in, and incurs a large share of the costs, of a 
service which is the responsibility of the Provinces. 


(c) The private affiliates of the CBC carry the school broadcasts: 
The private stations unaffiliated with the CBC are inwlved in educational 
television on a limited scale. School broadcasts cannot, at best, command 
an audience of appreciable size, and are carried on a sustaining basis. There 
are limits to the amount of educational programming which private commercial 
stations can be expected to carry. The limit would fall short of the amount 
which the CBC could be expected to carry. Consequently, even if private 
stations increased their participation the additional amount of educational 
television would not be large. 


(d) It seems to follow that, should the educational authorities 
decide they mst become seriously involved in the use of television, their 
objectives can be such only through the licensing of ETV stations. The major 
problem which would then emerge is the participation of provincial Departments 
of Education as licensees, or as participants in the operation of television 
stations. It has been the policy of the federal authority not to issue 
licences to provincial Governments or to agencies of provincial Governments. 
It appears to us likely that the Department of Transport will eventually be 
eonfronted with an application from a provincial Department of Fducation, or 
from an applicant organization in which the provincial Government is directly 
and substantially involved. At this point we believe it will be necessary 
to reconsider the traditional policy; and that a cleer definition of "educa- 
tional television" would become necessary. 


It is our view that at such time as an area 18 served by a 
CBC station and a private commercial station, an application to operate an 
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ETV station, if the application is otherwise acceptable, should not be 
refused. However, the federal authority cannot create applications for "TV; 
and channels for which an alternative demand exists should not be reserved 
indefinitely awaiting action by the educational authorities. 


). What are other aspects of educational television in Canada which the 
Committee on Broadcasting might consider, and, in general, what inform- 
ation could the BBG furnish the Committee for such purposes? 


(a) The above comments have indicated that, in the Board's view, 
the future of ETV depends on the attitudes of educators and of those respons- 
ible for education. The federal broadcasting authority should facilitate 
rather than attempt to direct. 


(b) The Committee might note that, in metropolitan areas, ETV can 
be developed in schools through closed circuit. Closed circuit operations 
are not broadcasting and do not, at this time, come under federal jurisdic- 
tion.

(b) The Board further recommends that the

REGULATIONS RESPECTING RADIO (FM) BROADCASTING 
Short Title 


These Regulations may be cited as the Radio (FM) Broadcast-

12. (1) Every person who is licensed to operate a FM broad- 
casting station and who also controls the licence of an AM broadcasting 
station serving the same market shall cause the FM station to broadcast 
for not less than two hours per day programs that are not being broad- 
cast simltaneously on the AM station controlled by that person. 


(2) An aggregate of not less than twenty per cent of the 
broadcast time of a station during each week shall be utilized for the 
broadcasting of programs that come within program categories 10, 11, 
12 and 13 under the major heading of Arts, Letters and Sciences as set 
forth in Schedule A. 


(3) Subsection (1) of this section does not apply to any 
person who is an educational institution recognized as such in writing 
by the Board and who does not broadcast commercial messages. 


Programs of the Corporation 


13. (1) Every affiliation agreement between the Corporation and 
an affiliated station shall be such as may be agreed to by the station 
and the Corporation, or, where no agreement is reached, as may be det- 
ermined by the Board. 


(2) Any time reserved for the broadcast of programs of the 
Corporation shall, except with the consent of a representative of the 
Corporation, be used exclusively for programs of the Corporation. 

Rebro adcasting 


1h. Except with the consent in writing of a representative of 
the Board, no station shall pick up and rebroadcast any program or 
portion thereof. 


Chain Broadcasting 


15. (1) The Board may, after it has held a public hearing at 
which all interested parties have been heard » grant permission to a 
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person to form a network. 


(2) Where a person has 
(a) obtained permission pursuant to subsection (1), and 
(b) filed with the Board affiliation agreements with two or 
more stations which comply with subsection (h), 
the Board may grant that person permission to operate a network. 


(3) The permission referred to in subsection (2) is sub- 
ject to the following conditions: 

(a) where the person to whom permission is granted is incorp- 
orated as a private company, the ownership or control of 
any share of the capital stock of that company shall not 
be transferred either directly or indirectlv without the 
approval of the Board having been first obtained; and 

(b) where the person to whom the permission is granted is an 
incorporated company, other than a company incorporated as 
a private company, the control of that company shall not 
be transferred in any manner whatsoever to any person 
without the permission of the Board having first been ob~ 
tained. 


(4) No station shall 

a) enter into an affiliation agreement with more than one net- 
work operator or with a non-Canadian network operator; 

(b) represent itself as part of a network unless it has an aff- 
iliation agreement with a network operator; or 

(c) represent itself as operating as part of a network except 
during reserved time. 


(5) Nothing in subsection ();) shall be construed so as to 
prohibit a station from bradcasting programs supplied by any person 
in broadcast time other than reserved time. 


(6) The terms of every affiliation agreement shall be cons- 
istent with the purposes of the Act and these Regulations and in part- 
icular it shall be a term of every affiliation agreement that 

(a) changes in specific terms of the agreement during the term 
of the agreement shall be such as are agreed to by the sta- 
tion and the network operator, or, where no agreement is 
reached, as are determined by the Board; and 

(b) during the term of the agreement disputes between the net- 
work operator and a station on matters of interpretation of 
the terms of the agreement may be referred to the Board for 
determination by either the network operator or an affil- 
diated station. 


(7) All affiliation agreements shall be filed with the Board 
within thirty days after the execution thereof. 


(8) Every network operator shall ensure that all program 
material supplied by the network operator arid carried by the stations 
with which it has affiliation agreements complies with the Act and 
these Regulations. 
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(9) No network operator shall enter into an agreement 
requiring that he take programs from a single program source. 


(10) Where, in the opinion of the Board, a licensee is op- 
erating his station as a part of a network without having filed an 
affiliation agreement with the Board, the Board may require him to 
show cause at a public hearing why he should not either file an affil- 
dation agreement or modify his operations. 


(11) Network operators and stations may be required to 
broadcast programs of public interest or significance as determined 
by the Board. 


(12) Notwithstanding the provisions of these Regulations, 
the Board may grant permission to a station to enter into an agreement 
with other stations for the broadcasting of a particular program or 
series of programs simltaneously for a period not exceeding thirty 
days. 


Returns 


16. Every licensee shall file with the Board within sixty days 

(a) after a reqest by the Board, a copy of every agreement 
securing any loan or advance made to the licensee mring 
any period stipulated by the Board by any person other 
than an equipment supplier; 

(b) from the date of issuance thereof, a copy of a debenture 
of each type of debenture issued by the licensee; 

fc) from the date of execution thereof, a copy of every trust 
deed securing any debentures issued by the licensee; and 

(a) from the date of execution thereof, a copy of every agree- 
ment under which any management services are provided to 
the licensee by any person other than a bona fide employee 
of the licensee. 


Foreign Language Broadcasts 


17. (1) No station shall broadcast programs in a language other 
than French or English for periods that in the aggregate 

(a) exceed fifteen per cent of the broadcast time per week of 
the station; or 

(b) where the licensee of the station has been authorized by 
the Board under this section to appropriate a larger per 
centage of the broadcast time of the station for programs 
broadcast in a language other than French or English, ex- 
ceed the percentage of its broadcast time that the Board 
has authori zed the licensee to appropriate for such pro- 
grams. 


(2) The Board may, upon application by a licensee and with- 
out holding a public hearing in respect of the application, authorize 
the licensee to appropriate for the broadcasting of programs in a lang- 
uage other than French or English a percentage of the broadcast time of 
a station exceeding fifteen per cent tut not exceeding twenty per cent 
of such broadcast time. 
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(3) A licensee may apply to the Board for authorization to 
aprropriate more than twenty per cent of the broadcast time of a sta- 
tion for the broadcasting of programs in a language other than French 
or Fnglish and shall show in such application 

(a) that there is a sufficient number of non-French or non- 
English speaking people in his coverage area to justify 
the granting of the authorization; 

(b) his reasons for believing that such broadcasts will help 
to integrate those people into the community; and 

(c) the methods by which he will exercise control over such 
programs and advertising content of such broadcasts. 


(4) The Board may, after holding a public hearing in res. 
pect of an application msde under subsection ( 3), authorize the station 
in respect of which the application is made to broadcast programs in a 
language other than French or English for periods that in the aggregate 
exceed twenty per cent but do not exceed forty per cent of the broad- 
cast time per week of the station. 


(5) This section does not apply to programs broadcast in an 
Eskimo or Canadian Indian language.
